At an Adjourned Session of the Legislature, convened in the 
Capitol, at Jackson, on Monday the fourth day of Janu- 
ary, in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred 
and forty-one, and in the twenty-fourth year of the sov- 
ereignty of the State of Mississippi. 


MONDAY, January 4, 1841. 


Bx rr REMEMBERED, that at eleven o'clock, A. M. of said 
day, the President, Hon. Geo. B. Avucvsrvs, took the chair 
and called the Senate to order. 

Upon calling the roll, the following Senators answered to 
their names, to wit: 

Messrs. Presiden Augustus, Alsbury, Green, Granberry, 
Gilleland, Kierne, Miller, Phillips, Tucker, Thomas, and 
Walton, which not being a quorum, 

On motion of Mr. Green, 

The members elect to fill the vacancies which had occur- 
red since the last adjournment, were invited to present their 
credentials and take the oath prescribed hy the Constitution. 

When the following gentlemen presented themselves, to 


wit : 

Caleb D. Bonney, from the Senatorial District composed 
of the county of Yazoo, to fill the vacancy occasioned by 
the resignation of Robert C. Campbell. o 
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James M. Matlock, from the Senatorial District composed 
of the counties of Washington, Bolivar, Coahoma, Tunica, 
and De Soto, to fill the vacancy occasioned bv the resigna- 
tion of Alfred Cox. 

Truxton Davidson, from the Senatorial District compo- 
sed of the county of Wilkinson, to fill the vacancy occasion- 
ed by the resignation of Preston W. Farrar. 

William R. Harley, from the Senatorial (District com- 
posed of the county of Marshall, to fill the vacancy occa- 
sioned by the resignation of Claiborne Kyle. 

Arthur Fox, from the Senatorial District composed of the 
counties of Lawrence and Marion, to fill the vacancy occa- 
sioned by the resignation of Arthur Smith. 

William H. Duke, from the Senatorial District composed 
of the counties of Pontotoc, Chickasaw, and Itawamba, to 
fill the vacancy oceasioned by the resignation of John Bell, 
who severally took the oath prescribed by the Constitution, 
and entered upon the duties of Senators.

through Mr. Russell, his Private Secretary: 


Gentlemen of the Senate | E 
and House of Representatives: ' 

You have assembled in pursuance of your own adjourn- 
ment on the 22d day of February, to legislate for the wel- 
fare of the State. In my last annual message, I recommen- 
ded various measures to your consideration, which remain 
to be acted upon at the present session. I deem it unneces- 
sary upon the present occasion to repeat those suggestions. 
Further reflection has confirmed me m the belief of their 
salutary tendency, and I most respectively urge their adop- 
tion. Before the legislature again assembles, another bien- 
nial election will have been held, and it is of the last impor- 
tance that laws should be passed carrying out the provisions 
of our revised Constitution, before that election takes place. 

A main inducement for the people to change their funda- 
mental law in the year 1832, was to save the expense at- 
tendant on annual elections and yearly sessions of the legis- 
lature. They clothed the Executive with the power of 
convening the legislature in cases of emergency. The prac- 
tice of adjourning over to another year. is in violation of 
the true intent and spirit of the Constitution, and attendant 
with great and unnecessary expense to the citizens of the 
State. This is the seventh session of the legislature which 
has assembled during the last five years. ‘The four extra 
‘sessions, have cost the State about two hundred thousand 
dollars, and have bankrupted the State Treasury. A care- 
ful examination of all the acts of the special sessions, will 
demonstrate that they have been productive of little good 
and much evil. Legislative service is voluntary; and when 
the members are assembled, the best interests of the State 
«demand a despatch of the public business and a final ad- 
journment, leaving it to the proper authority to convene the 
Representatives of the people on extraordinary occasions. 
Since your adjournment, one fifth of the Senators, and one . 
third of the Representatives, have vacated their seats. Many 
bills are now before you on their final passage, and may be. 
disposed of before the new members have an opportunity of 
becoming familiar with their tendencies. Under such cir- 
cumstances, improvident legislation may well be appre- 
hended. 

I have received from the general government a complete 
set of standard weights, prepared by a gentleman eminent 
for his scientific attainments, under the direction of tlie Se- 
cretary of the Treasury, and expect soon to receive a set 
of standard measures, prepared by the same anthority. No 
legislation has taken place since the Territorial act of 1815 
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in relation to weights and measures, and no standütd has 
been adopted since the yedr 1807. have reason to be- 
lieve that immense losses are annually sustained by the, 
state, in consequence of having no provision for the fur- 
nishing of standard weights and measüres to the several 
counties, to test the accuracy of those in daily use. 
A revision of the inspection laws is necessary to protect 
. the people from the'impositions constantly practiced. Arti- 
cles that will not bear inspection in other states, are landed 
on our shores. Bagging and rope, pork, flour and other ar- 
ticles, are put up specially for the Mississippi market. 
Nearly every piece of bagging sold in the state, falls short 
of the mark by which it is purchased, from one to a dozen 
yards, and it frequently happens that the outside of the bolt 
is of much better quality than the interior. The same de- 
ceptions are practised in the article of rope. Pork and 
flour are generally deficient in. weight, and often fraudi 
lently packed and marked. The existing laws vest in the 
county courts, and the corporations of the several towiis, 
the sole power of providing standard weights and measures, 
and of prescribing the fees of the inspector—and authorizes 
the governor on the certificate of “the county court of any 
county, or the goverhment of any incorporated city or 
town in tkis state, to appoint and commission one good and 
discreét citizen, within such city or corporation, asinspector 
‘of flour and other provisions." The county court was abol- 
ished by the people in Convention in the year 1832, and the 
several corporations have failed to call on the executive to 
appoint inspectors. In a few of the towns on the river, in- 
spectors have been appointed under corporation ordinances. 
rovision should be made for furnishing each county with a 
set of standard weights and measures, and for the appoint- 
ment of inspectors in each town and at the principal land- 
ings on the Mississippi river. Severe penalties are neces- 
sary to prevent the sale of the articles designated, before 
inspection, and the fraudulent packing and marking of goods. 
. In order to produce uniformity, the charges for inspection 
should be regulated by law, and provision made for holding 
all inspectors to a strict accountability: C 
The resources of the state are annually taxed to the 
amount of à million and a half of dollars, to pay for bagging 
and rope imported to cover our cotton crop. For many 
years those articles have been monopolized by speculators, 
by means of. loans obtained from banks, and the price has 
been usually double that of former years. To counteract 
this system, our planters during the last year have used 
large quantities of Scotch; German and India bagging. Ex- 
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perience has demonstrated that bagging fabricated out of 
cotton answers an excellent purpose. By encouraging its 
use a demand would arise for many thousand bales of our 
interior, stained and trashy cotton. The principal objection 
to its use is, that the cloth is weak and is subject to be torn 
by cotton hooks. To obviate this difficulty, I recommend 
the passage of a law prohibiting, under heavy penalties,.the 
use of hooks in handling cotton bales, and requiring masters 
of vessels, to give bills of lading obligating the boat, owners 
and masters, to deliver the cotton to the consignees, clean, 
dry, and in every respect in good order, and not to use 
hooks, or tear or injure the baling. Frauds are sometimes, 
though rarely, practised in this state, in packing cotton. 
Suitable penalties are necessary to check such practices. 
The deplorable condition of the. finances of the state will, 
I trust, engage your early attention. In my annual message 
of 1839, I informed you * that the annual expenditures far 
exceeded the receipts into the state treasury, and that re- 
trenchment—improvement in the collection of the revenue, 
or additional taxation must be resorted to." In my mes- 
sage last January, I again called your attention to the sub- 
ject, and advised you that the actual disbursements exceeded 
the receipts arising from the ordinary sources, the sum of 
two hundred and twenty-eight thousand, three hundred and 
eighty-one dollars and seventy-onecents. From the report. 
of the state treasurer to me, it appears that the receipts into 
the treasury “from the first day of December, 1839, to the 
thirtieth day of November, 1840, (both days inclusive,) were 
one hundred and sixty-one thousand, one hundred and sixty- 
one dollars and seventy-nine cents; sixty-three thousand and 
thirty. dollars whereof, were in notes of the Mississippi Rail 
Road Company, which stil] remain in the treasury, and are 
unavailable.” The auditor’s report shows expenditures du- 
ring the same period to the amount of four hundred and 
ninety-one thousand, six hundred and thirty-two dollars and 
fifteen cents. There was expended during that period’

This statement shows that more than three fourths of - 
the State debt has been incurred in consequence of several 
of the state banks having failed to redeem their notes, taken 
in: payment of the public dues. The large sums due by the 
banks, may be considered lost. Ever since May 1837, all 
the public officers have been paid in currency greatly de- 
preciated. During the past year they have generally been 
unable to get their pay warrants cashed by the Treasury, 
and have usually been compelled to sell them at about thir- . 
ty-five cents-per dollar. * | 
_ Their salaries have been nominally much increased du- 
ring the last five years. The depreciation, however, of the 
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reduced their compensation during that period. : 

"Thirteen tax collectors are in default for the year 1938, 
in the sum of twenty-three thousand five hundred and thir- 
ty-three dollars and thirty-eight cents ; and twenty-one, thir- 
ty-two thousand eight hundred and fifty-nine dollars and 
twenty-five cents for the taxes of 1839. Large balances 
are still due for taxes which have accrued previous to the 
year 1838. Some of the assessors have failed to return 
their assessment rolls. The auditor estimates the taxes of 
1840, at one hundred and ninety-two thousand, eight hun- 
dred and seventy-six dollars and ninety-four cents. It will 
be perceived that the expenses of the government cannot 
be sustained hereafter, without a change in our whole sys- 
tem of assessing and collecting the revenue. Not more 
than one half of the taxable property in the state is ever 
assessed, and large portions of the taxes collected are never 
paid into the state treasury. 

The constitution specially provides for the election of 
nearly every state, district and county officer, but makes 
no provision for the election of assessors and collectors. It 
is therefore, competent for the legislature to change the 
method of their appointment. Accountability can never 
be obtained unless the power ef removal is vested in the 
Executive, and some control given him over their appoint- 
ment. It is indispensable that the office of assessor and 
collector be divided in every county. If the taxes were 
all duly assessed and faithfully collected and paid into the 
state treasury, our annual revenue would be at least two 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars, a sum amply sufficient 
to pay the ordinary expenses of the government, and leave 
a surplus to extinguish gradually the outstanding pay war- 
rants of the auditor. Our revenue laws are unequal in 
their operation, and I earnestly recommend a revision of 
the whole system. | 

The law authorizes the reception of the pay warrants of 
the auditor to be received for taxes. In order to place all 
our citizens on an equal footing, and to enable the small tax 
payers to obtain such paper, I directed the auditor to issue 
his warrants in favor of the publie creditors in such sums 
as they requested. "The large amount of warrants remain- 
ing unpaid, will prevent any money being paid into the 
treasury for many years, unless provision is made for fund- 
ing them. Many of the outstanding warrants are in large 
sums, and it is believed that the holders would be willing to 
extend their payment for several years, if they were made 
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to bear interest, and means provided for the annual payment - 
thereof. `- I therefore recommend the passage of-a law au- 
thofizing the auditor to take up the unpaid warrants, by 
issuing others payable in two, three and four years, bearing . . 
interest. Such warrants should not be made receivable in 
payment of the public dues, until after they mature. It is 
desirable also, thet they should be accepted and registered 
by the state treasurer before they are put in circulation. 

The embarrassed condition of all classes of our citizens, 
and the great difficulty of collecting the small amount of 
taxes now levied, admonish us of the necessity of greatly 
retrenching the expenses of the government. It becomes 
us to abolish all offices not absolutely necessary, and to re- 
duce the salaries of all officers to at least one half the pres- 
ent standard. The constitution prohibits the reducing of 
the salaries of the cireuit judges, and several other officers 
during their continuance in office. The terms of all the 
circuit judges, and of one of the judges of the High Court 
of Errors and Appeals, will expire next November. Unless 
their salaries are reduced at the present session, it will be 
out of our power to lower them for four years. The avid- 
ity with which such offices are sought, prove that compe- 
tent officers could be obtained on better terms. It is confi- 
dently believed that the ordinary annual expenses of the 
state government, may be reduced fifty thousand dollars 
without detriment to the public service. Should the legis- 
lature hereafter assemble but once in two years, a further 
. sum of fifty thousand dollars would be biennially saved. In 
a free country, no citizen can ever expect to accumulate 
riches by remaining in the public service. A desire of ob- 
taining distinction ‘and of benefitting the community, will 
always enable us to have our offices well filled. If our 
treasury was full and the public burthens light, we could 
afford to be liberal. When our finances become flourish- 
ing, it will be time enough to give large salaries to public 
oiicers. Should the proposed reduction be effected, justice 
demands that the treasury should be placed in a situation to . 
meet the demands upon it in par funds. 

The act for the benefit of education, approved February 
14, 1839, appropriates all fines, penalties, forfeitures and 
amercements to sundry academies and other institutions. 1 
am unable to say whether much benefit has accrued from 
that law. It is probable that but a small portion of the sums 
collected from those sources is ever paid over. It appears 
from the census returns of the Marshals of this state, that 
there are eight thousand three hundred and fifty eight per- 
sons over the age of twenty years that are unable to read 
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and write; a large portion of that number are emigrants 
from other states and countries—it is surely incumbent on 
the state to educate her children. I trust that this impor- 
tant subject will engage your attentive consideration. 

The annual report of the trustees and of the physician 
and surgeon of the state hospital of Mississippi, at Natchez, 
is herewith transmitted. That institution has been of great 
benefit to the indigent and helpless. One hundred and sixty 
six patients were admitted from the 1st of January 1840, to 
the 1st of December last. ‘The sum of five thousand dollars 
is annuzlly drawn from the state treasury for its support. 
Five hundred dollars were received last yeor from tax on 
a billiard table, and five thousand six hundred and ninety 

Seven dollars and seventy-five cents from relief committees. 

I transmit for your consideration a resolution of the gen- 
eral assembly of the state of Vermont, proposing to amend 
the constitution of the United States, so as to restrict the 
eligibility of the President to a single term—resolutions of 
the senate and assembly of New York—of the general as- 
sembly of the state of Connecticut, and of the general as- 
sembly of the commonwealth of Kentucky, in relation to 
the public lands,—resolutiors of the general assemblies of 
the states of Maine and Indiana in relation to the north- 
eastern boundary—resolutions of the general assembly oí 
the state of Connecticut, in favor of a protective policy by 
the national government, and requesting an expression of 
opinion on the subject by the other states of the Union. 
Also, a report and resolutions of the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the state of South Carolina, in relation 
to the controversy between the states of Georgia and Maine, 
in relation to a demand made for the surrender of certain 
fugitives, charged with stealing slaves—a preamble and res- 
olutions of the commonwealth of Virginia, in relation to the 
demand by the Executive of Virginia upon the Executive of 
the state of New York, for the surrender of three fugitives 
from justice, and a letter of the governor of Virginia in re- 
lation to the same subject. The grave questions presented 
by these documents, deserve tne calm consideration and de- 
cisive action of the Legislature. A systematic attempt is 
being made to rivet a tariff of protection on the south, tc 
render a large portion of her property useless—to take 
from the new states the publie lands within their borders, 
and to make all the cotton growing states tributary to the 
manufacturing and grain-growing interest. I confidently 
anticipate the united action of all the people of this state 
on these vitally interesting questions. "The principles con- 
tended for by the governors of the states of Maine and New 
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York are utterly indefensible, and in violation of both the 
letter and spirit of the national compact, and if adopted 
generally, by the non-slaveholding states, will inevitably ` 
lead to a dissolution of the Union—Mississippi will stand by 
Georgia and Virginia in this exciting controversy. ``“ - 

I lay before you a letter and account current of Messrs.

In accordance with my request, the Marshals of the 
southern and northern districts of this state, have politely 
furnished me with a copy of their census returns, and the 
statistical information collected by them. Believing that 
the information contained therein will be of great utility in 
facilitating you in the despatch of public business, I have 
caused an abstract to be made of said returns, and herewith 
transmit it—this document shows that there were in this 
state on the 1st day of June, 1840,

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The cotton crop of 1839 was certainly not as large as 
stated—mistakes have no doubt occurred ih several coun- 
ties, in consequence of the assistant marshals having re- 
turned the number of pounds of seed cotton instead of 
ginned cotton. The act of Congress required a return of 
the number of pounds of cotton gathered—1 have estimated 
the bale at four hundred pounds. l 

It is truly gratifying to witness the great increase in the 
population and wealth of the state. Our agricultural re- 
sources are amply sufficient to restore speedily the credit 
of the state—unwise legislation alone can continue the ex- 
isting disorders. We produce annually cotton equal in 
value to one-third of the whole crop of the Union; and it 
yields an amount equal to one-seventh of all the exports of 
the United States, of domestic growth. The immense in- 
crease in the growth of corn, oats, wheat and rye, and the 
large amount of horses, cattle and swine raised by our plan- 
ters, have already made us independent of other states for 
the necessaries of life. 

The banking system of this state demands your consi- 
deration. During the period of our revolutionary strug- 
gles, the congress of the Confederation, and the several 
states, issued Immense amounts of paper money to carry on 
the war. Before its close, this morey had depreciated so 
much as to become useless as a currency, and worthless as 
an article of merchandize. Much of it has never been re- 
deemed, and the holders of that portion paid, received but a 
small fraction of their dues. The deranged state of the 
finances of the country, the low state of public credit, and 
the total insufficiency of the articles of the Confederation to 
command respect abroad or security at home, induced the 
states to assemble in convention, and to adopt a constitution 
for the United States of America. That sacred instrument 
provides, that no state shall coin money, emit bills of credit, 
or make any thing but gold and silver a tender in payment 
ofdebts. Ali the states of this Union have departed from 
their appropriate spheres, by chartering banks with author- 
ity to issue bills to circulate as money; and many of them 
have borrowed immense sums of money for purposes of in- 
ternal improvement, and to establish banks. The constitu- 
tionality of these measures may well be questioned. The 
history of their operations, for the last five years, demon- 
strates their ruinous tendencies. They have all disregarded 
the restraints of the law, defied legisiative control, and 
failed to furnish a stable sound convertible currency. I 
consider the whole system vicious. It can never be so re- 
gulated, as to become useful to any community. Banks of

issue place it in the power. of, a few men to alter the stan- 
dard of value, unsettle the price of property, and to pro- 
duce alternate expansions: in business; and revulsions in 
commerce. Incorporated banks,of discount and deposit, 
confer special privileges on the tew to the detriment of the 
many, and enable those who control them to monopolize 
"every article of produce they desire, to the great injury of 
both the producer and the consumer. In prosperous times 
they discount freely, and thus stimulate speculation, extra- 
'vagance and idleness. When a revulsion takes place, they 
are unable to help the needy, and add to. the pressure by 
heavy calls on their debtors to sustain their waning credit. 
The immense losses sustained by their stockholders, will 
cause capital hereafter to seek safer and more profitable in- 
vestments, and bank stocks will not for many years be in 
much demand. During the last four years, all the banks in 
this state have been unable to furnish exchange equal to the 
value of the cotton crop of a single year. The present 
situation of our banks, places it beyond their pówer to fur- 
nish a sound currency, or to aid the indebted portion of.the 
community by further loans. Justice to their creditors, 
debtors, and stockholders, and to the state, imperiously de- 
mand that they be placed in liquidation for the benefit of all 
concerned, ‘The bank law of last February was too feeble 
in its provisions to command the regard of the bank direc- 
tors. In accordance with its provisions, I issued my pro- 
clamations, declaring the charters of the following banks 
forfeited, to wit: 

The Tombigby Rail Road and Banking Company; 

The Hernando Rail Road and Banking Company; 

The Mississippi Rail Road and Banking Company; 

The Benton and, Manchester Rail Road and Banking 
Company; 

The Grand Gulf Rail Road and Banking Company; 

The Aberdeen and Pontotoc Rail Road and Banking 
Company; 

The Bank of Vicksburg; 

The Mississippi Union Bank, and 

The Citizens’ Bank of Madison County. 

Cupies of those proclamations are submitted to your con- 
sideration. I also transmit copies of my correspondence 
with the Mississippi Union Bank, and the Mississippi Rail 
Road Company, in relation to the appointment of commis- 
sioners to make out a schedule of the assets and liabilities: 
of these institutions. None of the banks have appointed 
commissioners to act in conjunction with those appointed 


by the Executive, and I believe they have all refused to 
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give the state commissioners access to their books and 
papers. i 

t is believed that the following banks have failed to com- 
piy with the injunctions of the bank law, to wit: 

The Commercial Bank of Columbus; 

The Commercial Bank of Rodney; 

The Agricultural Bank; 

The Planters’ Bank of Mississippi; 

The Bank of Lexington; 

The Bank of Grenada; 

The Vicksburg Water Works and Banking Company; and 

‘The Commercial and Rail Road Bank of Vicksburg. 

All the assets of the latter institution, were assigned to 
trustees, by the board of directors, previous to the passage 
of the bank law. The evidence required by law has net 
been furnished to the Executive, to enable him to issue his 
proclamations declaring the charters of those banks forfeited. 

I have understood that the Commercial Bank of Natchez, 
the Commercial Bank of Manchester, the West Feliciana 
Rail Road and Banking Company, the Bank of Port Gibson, 
and the Northern Bank of Mississippi, complied with the 
provisions of the, bank law during the last year. Their 
heaviest engagements were to be met on the first day of the 
present month. | 

The situation and affairs of the Mississippi and Rail Road 
Company, the Planters’ Bank of this State, and of the Mis- 
sissippi Union Bank, will demand your calm consideration. 
All those institutions are insolvent; and neither of them 
can resume specie payments for several years, or make fur- 
ther loans. {submit herewith copies of my letters to those 
banks, calling for specific information in relation to their 
condition, and the answers and statements furnished. "The 
Union Bank has four thousand three hundred and forty-nine 
dollars and six cents of specie on hand. 


Her suspended debt in suit is, $2,698,869 26 
suspended debt not sued on, 1,777,337 78 
resources, chiefly unavailabie, 8,034,154 28 
immediate liabilities, 3,034,154 28 
capital stock, l 5,000,000 00 


A reference to the report of the joint committee of the 
legislature, at the last session, will satisfy you that not more 
than one-third of the debts due the bank will be collected, 
and that the whole capital stock has already been lost.— 
The bank has seven thousand bales of cotton in Liverpool 
unsold, on which it has drawn $267,116 04. An advance 
of sixty dollars per bale was made to the planters upon 
that cotton in 1838. They will sustain a clear loss, in- 
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eluding interest, of thirty dollars per bale; equal, in the 
aggregate, to $210,000. The bank has been irretrievably 
rumed by making advances upon cotton, issuing post notes, 
and loaning the principal portion of her capital to insolvent 
individuals and companies. The situation of the Missis- 
sippi Rail Road Company and the Planters’ Bank, is equally 
bad.. The former, in the year 1839, issued about a million 
and a half of dollars in post notes, and expended them in 
constructing the rail road and building expensive depots.— 
I certainly would not have approved the transfer act, had 
J anticipated this improvident course. The company has 
failed to pay the interest on the Planters’ Bank bonds.- The 
Bank of the United States has advanced the same, and has 
presented an account against the state for one hundred and 
twenty-four thousand two hundred and twenty-two dollars 
and twenty-two cents, and demanded payment thereof in 
specie. The first instaknent of the Planters’ Bank bonds, 
amounting to the sum ef $125,000 will be due next July. 
No provision has been made for its payment. One of the 
-eircuit judges has decided that recoveries cannot be had 
on the notes belonging to the Sinking Fund. The fund is 
specially appropriated to the payment of the two first in- 
stalments of the Planters’ Bank bonds. The Mississippi 
Union Bank, hereafter, will he totally unable to pay the 
interest on the five million of state bonds issued in the year 
1838. . E 

^ In my last annual message, I informed you that I had de- 
‘clined executing the last five and a half millions of state 
bonds, called for by the Mississippi Union Bank. Having 
a well founded apprehension that an attempt would be made 
illegally te dispese of the five millions of State bonds, is- 
sued in the year 1839, and delivered to the managers of the 
bank, I issued my proclamation on the second day of March 
last, * warning all persons and corporations not to advance 
money or securities or credit.on the hypothecation of said 
bonds, or to receive the same in exchange for the cireula- 
tion or other liabilities of the Mississippi Union Bank, or 
to purchase the same on a credit, or for a less sum than 
their par value in specie, or on any other terms not ex- 
pressly authorized by the.charter of said bank.” A copy 
of that preclamation is herewith transmitted. I am happy 
to inform you that it had the desired effect, and has pre- 
wented an invalid sale of those bonds. . Inasmuch as there 
is no prospect that the state bonds, and the semi-annual in- 
terest accruing thereon, can be paid by the banks bound 
therefor, it becomes us to consider the attitude in which 
this state of things places the.state. Iam not advised upon

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what terms the two millions of state bends, delivered to 
the Planters’ Bank in the year 1831 and 1833, were sold. 
Those bonds were endorsed by the bank, and the act trans- 
ferring the state stock in the Planters’ Bank to the Missis- 
sippi Rail Road Company, and obligating the latter com- 
any to pay the interest on those bonds, and seventeen 

hundred and fifty thousand dollars of the principal, does not 
and could not release the Planters’ Bank from her obliga- 
tions to pay both principal and interest in the event of the 
failure of the Mississippi Rail Road Company to pay the 
same punctually. The bond holders have never assented 
to the transfer act. 

The following measures in relation to the Mississippi 
Union Bank will no doubt be proposed: 

1st. Releasing the individual stockholders, and making it 
a state institution, binding the state for all the issues and 
liabilities of the bank, and authorizing the hypothecation of 
more state bonds, or a sale thereof for less than their par 
value. 

2d. Releasing the private stockholders, placing the bank 
in liquidation, and unposing a direct tax sufficient to pay the 
principal and interest of the bonds, punctually, if indulgence 
cannot be obtained. 

3d. Placing the Bank in liquidation for the benefit of alt 
concerned, and repudiating the sale of five millions of the 
bonds in the year 1838, on account of fraud and illegality. 
The ninth section of the seventh article of the constitution 
provides that “no law shall ever be passed to raise a loan 
of money upon the credit of the state, or to pledge the faith 
of the state for the payment or redemption of any loan or 
debt, unless such loan be proposed in the Senate or House 
of Representatives, and be agreed to: by a majority of the 
members of each house, and entered on their journals, with 
the yeas and nays taken thereon, and be referred to the 
next succeeding legislature, and be published for three 
months previous to the next regular election, in three 
newspapers of this state; and unless a 'majority of each 
branch of the Legislature so elected, after such publication, 
shall agree to, and pass such law; and in such case the yeas 
and nays shall be taken, and entered on the journals of each 
house.” It is very clear that no fundamental change can 
constitutionally be made in the charter of the bank without 
the action of a succeeding legislature,—and the existing 
charter does not authorize the hypothecation of any state 
bonds, or a sale at less than their par value, in cash. Bank 
charters are special grants of privileges, and being in dero- 
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gation of private rights, must be construed strictly—great 
injury must result from a further sale of state bonds. 

The power of the legislature to release the private stock- 
holders from their obligations, is, at least, questionable; and 
its policy clearly wrong. - They have generally been fa- 
vored in the distribution of loans,—and have controlled the 
institution during the last year. The directors elected by 
them have denied the right of the state to require the Bank 
to resume specie payments or to go into liquidation—and 
have, through their president, indirectly charged the mem- 
bers who voted for the bank law of the last session, and the 
chosen Executive of the state who approved it, with a wil- 
ful violation ef the constitution; and have insisted that 
none but stockholders were eligible as directors, on the 
part of the state." The best interests of the stockholders, 
creditors and debtors of the bank, and the character of the 
state, demand a liquidation of the affairs of the institution. 

]t will be seen by the documents accompanying my an- 
nual message in the year 1839, that five millions of bonds 
were disposed of on the 18th of August, 1838, for five mil- 
lions of dollars, payable in five equal instalments, on the 
first day of November, 1838, and on the first days of Janu- 
ary, March, May and July, 1839—interest accrued on the 
bonds from the day of the contract. The punctual perform- 
ance of the same was guaranteed by the Bank of the United 
States, and the purchase was undoubtedly made on account 
of that institution, and the payments made with her funds. 
The charter of the Bank of the United States contains the 
following clause, “ The said Corporation shall not directly 
or indirectly deal or trade in any thing except bills of ex- 
change, gold and silver bullion, or in the sale of goods really 
and truly pledged for money lent and not redeemed in due 
time;—or goods which shall be the proceeds of its lands— 
neither shall it make any loan to any foreign Prince or 
State, unless previously authorized by law. The said Cor- 
poration shall not be at liberty'to purchase any stock what- 
ever, except their own stock, treasury notes, or public stocks 
created by the government of the United States, or of this 
State, or stock of, or loans to, any of the incorporated com- 
panies of this state, for the construction and improvement of. 
roads, bridges, canals, or inland navigation, or other stocks 
which may be bona fide pledged as security for debts to the 
Bank, and not duly redeemed.” It therefore follows that 
the purchase by that institution was illegal, and in fraud of 
its charter. I have understood that the larger portion of 
those bonds have not been sold by the bank, but are hy- 
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pothecated with European bankers, and loans obtained upor 
them. It is a well settled principle of law, that where no 
authority is given to an agent to sell on time, no legal sale 
can be made except for cash. The charter of the Missis- 
sippi Union Bank is expressly made a part of the agreement 
for the sale of the state Bonds, in 1838. That sale was ille- 
gal and fraudulent, and either of the following grounds are 
sufficient to prevent its having any obligatory force on this 
State. 

ist. The Bank of the United States is prohibited by its. 
E from purchasing such stock either directly or indi- 
rectiy. : 

2d. It was fraudulent on the part of that Bank, inasmuch 
as the contract was made in the name of an individual, when 
in fact it was for the benefit of the Bank, and payment was 
made with its funds. : 

3d. The sale was illegal, musmuch as the bonds were sold 
on a credit. | 

4th. Interest to the amount of about one hundred and 
seventy thousand dollars having accrued on those bonds be- 
fore the purchase money was stipulated to be all paid, the 
bonds were in fact sold at less than their par value, in direct 
violation of the charter of the bank. 

Ít no doubt will be contended that, inasmuch as those 
bonds may have passed into the hands of innocent purcha- 
sers, that the state is bound to redeem them. This argu- 
ment vanishes, when it 1s considered that under our statutes 
all defences may be set up against an endorsee which would 
be available against a payee. e 

The constitution of the State having designated with 
great precision the manner in which the faith of the state 
alone can be pledged, and the statutes having been made a 
part of the agreement for the sale of those bonds, all persons 
purchasing them must be considered as doing so at their 
peril. Admittmg that it is competent for the state to accept 
and affirm an illegal sale of state bonds, it can only be done 
by the passage of a bill for that purpose by two successive 
legislatures. It will be remembered that the commissioners 
charged with the sale of the state bonds, were appointed by 
the corporation of the Union Bank, and were not amenable 
to the legislature or the executive for the manner in which 
they discharged the trust confided to them. The executive 
of the state has never admitted the validity of the sale of the 
state bonds—neither the Executive, Senate, House of Rep- 
resentatives, nor all of them combined, could ratify an un- 
constitutional pledge of the faith of the state or an illegal

sale of state bonds. The Constitution would be of little 
value if it could be trampled upon with impunity and unborn 
millions loaded with a debt contracted in opposition to its 
expfess provisions. Our ancestors after a struggle of eight 
years continuance, conquered their independence of Great 
Britain, because that Empire sought to impose a small tax 
upon tea, without their consent, to aid in extinguishing the 
heavy debt incurred in wars carriec on for our protection 
against our French and Indian neighbors. The freemen of 
Mississippi are not so degenerate as to submit to heavy tax- 
ation to pay a claim not contracted in accordance with their 
supreme law. J trust the day is far distant when the light 
of Heaven, the fire that warms us, the bread we eat, the 
clothes we wear, all articles of produce and every necessary 
of life, will be taxed to pay a demand founded neither in 
justice nor equity. Should the legislature differ with me in 
opinion, and resolve to impose a sufficient tax on the per- 
sons and property of all the people of the state to pay the 
interest on the state bonds and to provide for the principal 
as it falls due, the following sums must be provided for at 
your present session.

In the event of the passage of a law during this session to 
raise the above sum by taxation, it would have to be asses- 
sed the present year, and could not be collected before the 
spring of 1842; and the taxes of 1842 would not be availa- 
ble until the spring of 1843. I have not, therefore, over es- 
timated the amount required. As the taxes are increased, 
insolvencies will increase also, and subjects of taxation be 
greatly diminished; for if they become intolerable, the state 
will depopulate. If new subjects of taxation are not resort- 
ed to, each tax payer in the state will have to pay twenty 
dollars where he now pays one. Such an enormous tax 
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can never be collected from the hard earnings of the people 
of this State. They will not elect representatives who will 
impose it, or tax gatherers who will collect it.

OR’S MESSAGE. 


RESOLUTION OF THE STATE OF CONNECTICUT, IN RELA- 
TION TO THE TARIFF. 


At a General Assembly of the State of Connecticut, hol- 
den at New Haven, in said State, on the first Wednesday of 
May, in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred 
and forty: 

Wuereas our forefathers having freed themselves from 

the British yoke, and found. by experience, the incompe- 
` tency of the confederation to protect them in their indus- 
try, organized this government for this among other purpo- 
ses. The government true to the principles and objects of 
its organization, has continued to protect domestic industry ; 
thus affording useful employment to millions; diffusing com- 
fort and happiness throughout the land; and producing that 
social equality among our citizens on which the government 
itself depends. Therefore 

Resolved hy the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the State of Connecticut in General Assembly convened, 
‘That our Senators and Representatives in Congress be re- 
quested to resist, by all constitutional means, every attempt 
to cestroy or impair the protective policy of our Govern- 
ment: and to use their exertions to procure the passage of 
such laws as will effectually protect the labor of this coun- 
try from the policy and legislation of foreign governments; 
znd that His Excellency the Governor be requested to trans- 
mit copies of this Preamble and Resolution to each of our 
Senators and Representatives in Congress; and also to 
transmit copies to the Executives of the several States, with 
a request that they lay the same before their respective Le- 
gislatures, and obtain an expression of their sentiments on 
the subject.

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Preamble and resolutions of the General Assembly of the ` 
State of Alabama, responsive to certain resolutions of the 
State of Connecticut, in favor of the Protective Policy. 
Certain resolutions of the State of Connecticut, have 

been communicated by the Governor of this state, to this 
General Assembly, agreeably to a request contained in said 
resolutions, which express sentiments in favor of what they 
designate “the Protective Policy of our Government,” and 
contain a request to the Senators and Representatives in 
Congress from said state, “to resist by all constitutional 
means, every attempt to destroy or impair said policy, and 
to use their exertions to procure the passage of such laws 
as wil effectually protect the labor of this country from 
the policy and legislation of foreign goverrments.” The 
said resolutions further signify, that it is the wish of our 
sister state, to obtain from us an expression of our senti- 
ments on tie subject to which her said resolutions relate. 

It becomes us in courtesy, under such circumstances, to 
make answer, which we proceed respectfully to do as. 
follows : 

We presume we properly comprehend the state of Cen- 
necticut, as intending by the words, “protective policy of 
. our government,” in her aforesaid resolutions, a protective 
tariff ;and by the words, “labor of this country,” the man- 
ufacturing labor of this country : so understanding our sis- 
ter state, we cannot forbear expressing our surprise and re~ 
gret to find, that she should feel it incumbent on her-to 
press this fruitful source of discord and distraction, upon 
the attention of Alabama and the south, at this time: two 
years in advance of the expiration of that “compromise” 
which has for a period allayed the fierce and angry passions 
to which the “ protective policy” had heretofore given rise. 
But as she has thought proper to call upon us for our sen- 
timents on this subject, we proceed to give them fully: em- 
bodied in the following resolutions, the principles of which 
we would kindly, but firmly admonish our sister Connec- 
ticut, that we are determined to maintain at every hazard. 
Be it therefore, 

Resolved, unanimously, by the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives of the State of Alabama, in General Assembly 
convened, That the government of the United States was- 
established in order to form a more perfect Union, establish 
justice, insure domestic tranquillity, provide for the com- 
mon defence, and promote. the general welfare to and 
among the several, separate, and sovereign states of this 
Union, and to secure the blessings of liberty to us and our 
children as citizens of said states.

Sec. 2. Resolved, unanimously, That said government. 
never can establish justice, insure. domestic tranquillity, or 
. promote the general welfare of this-widely extende Union, 
and the diversified interests and pursuits thereof, especially 
in view of their peculiar.relations aforesaid, by.enacting 
laws to foster, promote, and protect the industry and occu- 
pation of one portion of the states or people, to the dispar- 
agement, injury, and expense of another. 

Sec. 3. Resolved, unanimously, 'That a tariff for the pro- 
tection of manufactures, always was, and always must re- 
main obnoxious to the objections set forth in the foregoing. 
resolution, and that consequently every, such measure al- 
ways has been and ever will be, in our estimation, unwise, 
unjust, and unconstitutional. | | no 

Sec. 4. Resolved, unanimously, That in the solemn and 
deliberate opinion of this General Assembly a successful 
attempt to re-establish the “ protective policy,” while it 
cannot fail to atienate the feelmgs of one portion of our 
happy Union from another, and provoke fierce political ani- 
mosities between the North and. the South, ultimately and 
irresistibly tends to a dissolution of the Federal Compact, 
between those states, that in view of such consequences, 
we earnestly and affectionately dissuade our northern 
brethren from any such attempt. 

Sec. 5. Resolved, unanimously, That the Governor of 
this state, be requested to forward a copy of the foregoing 
preamble and resolutions to the Governor of the State of 
Connecticut, and the Governor of each of the other states, 
and also copies to each of our Senators and Representa- 
tives, the former of whom are instructed, and the latter re- 
quested, to use all honorable and proper means to sustain 
the principles therein set forth.

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STATE OF SOUTH CAROLINA, COLUMBIA, 
In the House of Representatives, Dec. 30th, 1839. 


The committee on Federal Relations, to whom was re- 
ferred so much of the Governor’s Message, as relates to the 
controversy between the state of Georgia and Maine, with 
the accompanying documents, have had the same under con- 
sideration, and beg leave to submit the following report: 
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In May, 1837, a slave, named Atticus, the property of 
James Sagurs and: Henry Sagurs, citizens of the city of Sa- 
vannah, in Chatham county, in the State of Georgia, was 
conveyed from that State to the State of Mame, by Daniel 
Philbrook and Edward Killeran, citizens of the latter State, 
the former of whom was the Master, and the latter the mate 
of the schooner Boston, which had recently entered the 
port of Savannah. On the 16th ot June, of the same year, 
information on oath was made before a magistrate of Ohat- 
ham county, by James Sagurs, one of the owners of the 
slave, that Daniel Philbrook end Edward Killeran, “did on 
or avout the fourth day of May last, feloniously inveigle, 
steal, take and carry away without the limits of the State 
of Georgia,” the slave Atticus; “that the said Daniel Phil- 
brook and Edward Killeran have been guilty, as the depo- 
nent is informed and believes, of a felony under the laws of 
this State,” and “ that since the commission of said felony, 
the said Philbrook and Killeran have fled from this State, 
and are, as he believes, at this time, within the limits of the 
State of Maine, in the United States.” 

A warrant for the arrest of Ph:lbrook and Killeran, was 
issued by the magistrate before whom the information was 
made, on the same day, to which the officer charged with 
its execution, returned that they were not to be found in 
the county of Chatham. 

On the 2ist of the same month, His Excellency, William 
Schley, Governor of the State of Georgia, made a demand 
upon His Excellency, Robert P. Dunlap, Governor of the 
State of Maine, of Philbrook and Killeran, as fugitives from 
the justice of Georgia, charged of feloniously inveigling, 
stealing, taking and carrying away, a slave, and transmitted 
with his demand, a copy of the affidavit and warrant, and 
the return, duly authenticated. On the 16th of August, of 
the same year, Governor Dunlap addressed to Governor 
Schley, a communication in which he declined to cause the 
arrest of Philbrook and Killeran. | 

In December,.1837, the Legislature of Georgia, adopted 
resolutions, declaring the refusal of the Executive of Maine 
to surrender Philbrook and Killeran, dangerous to the rights 
of the people of Georgia, and directly and clearly in viola- 
tion of the plain letter of the Constitution of the United 
States: that the State of Georgia became a party to the 
Federal Constitution no less for the better protection of her 
own, than the common rights and interests of all, and that 
when these ends are defeated, she is released from the obli- 
gations of that compact, and it has become her right and 
her duty, to provide protection for her people in her own 
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way: that when an indictment should be found against 
Philbrook and Killeran, the Executive be requested to renew 
the demand for their arrest, and if the demand be again re- 
fused by the Executive of Maine, that a copy of its resolu- 
tions be transmitted to the Executive of each State in the 
Union, to be laid before their respective Legislatures; that 
a copy be transmitted to the President of the United States 
and to the Senators and Representatives of Georgia, in Con- 
gress, to be submitted to that body; and if the Legislature 
of Maine, at its next session, after those resolutions should 
have been forwarded by the Executive of that State, ne- 
glect to redress the grievance complained of, then, that the 
Executive of Georgia announce tne same by proclamation, 
- and call a Convention of the people, to take into considera- - 
tion the state of the commonwealth of Georgia, and to de- 
vise the course of her future policy, and to provide all ne- 
cessary safeguards for the protection of the rights of her 
eople. 

On the 7th of February, 1838, an indictment, charging 
Philbrook and Killeran with larceny, im’ feloniously inveig- 
ling, stealing, taking and carrying away the slave Atticus, 
was found by the Grand Jury of Chatham county, and on 
the 27th of April, His Excellency, Governor Gilmer, the 
successor of- Governor Schley, made upon Governor Kent, 
the successor of Governor Dunlap, the demand requested 
by the Legislature of Georgia, and accompanied that de- 
mand with the copy of the indictment found, and the pro- 
eeedings on which it was founded, duly authenticated. 

On the 25th of June, Governor Kent declined to order 
the arrest and surrender.required by the, authoriti s of 
(xeorgia. | 

On the 19th of August, 1839, Governor Gilmer addressed 
a communication to Governor Fairfield, the successor of 
Governor Kent. desiring to be informed of the action of the 
Legislature of Maine on the subject of the resolutions of the 
Legislature of Georgia, and received for answer the pro- 
ceedings of the Legislature of Maine, declaring 1t mexpedi- 
ent to legislate on the subject, as itis exclusively within the 
province of the Executive Department. 

The second clause of the second section of the fourth ar- 
ticle of the constitution of the United States, provides * that 
a person charged in any State with treason, felony or other 
crime, who shall flee from justice, and be found in another 
State, shall, on demand of the Executive authority of the 
State from which he fled, be delivered up to be removed to 
_ the State having jurisdiction of the crime.” 

The act of Congress of 1793, declares, “that whenever 
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the Executive authority of any State in the Union or of 
either of the Territories north-west or south of the river 
Ohio, shall demand any person as a fugitive from justice, of 
the Executive authority of any such State or Territory to ' 
which such person shall have fled, and shall moreover pro- 
duce the copy of an indictment found, or an affidavit made 
before a magistrate of any State or Territory as aforesaid, 
charging the person so demanded with having committed 
treason, felony, or other crime, certified as authentic by the 
, Governor or Chief Magistrate of the State or Territory from 
which the person so charged fled, it shall be the duty of the 
Executive authority of the State or Territory to which such 
person shall have fled, to cause him or her to be arrested 
and surrendered, and notice of the arrest to be given to the 
Executive authority making such demand, or to the agent | 
of such authority appointed to receive the fugitive, and to 
cause the fugitive to be delivered to such agent, when he 
shall appear.” 

By the code of Georgia, * simple larceny is the feloniously 
taking and carrying away the personal goods of another,” 
and the same code provides, that *any person or persons 
who shall feloniously take and carry away a slave, shall be 
punished by imprisonment at hard labor in the penitentiary, 
for any time not less thin three years and not longer than 
seven years." 

In reply to the demand of Governor Schley, His Excel- 
lency, Governor Dunlap, suggests that Philbrook and Kil- 
leran visited the city of Savannah, in the course of their 
business as mariners, and returned to their domicil in Maine, 
by the customary route, and in the usual time; that they 
abided at their residence without concealment, and demean- 
ed themselves as unsuspecting and innocent citizens, and 
insists that it may well be called a question whether such a 
course of conduct can be regarded as a fleeing from justice, 
and they as “fugitives,” .within the meaning of the Con- 
stitution. | 

As this point is rather suggested than made, your commit- 
tee will proceed to a brief examination of the grounds on 
which the refusal to surrender the fugitives, is supposed to 
be, justified. 

The first ground taken by Governor Dunlap, assumes, 
that the affidavit submitted to him, does not specify the fact 
of which the imputed felony is predicated, but merely sug- 
gests the commission of a felony, without enabling His Ex- 
cellency to determine, whether it aimed at the subversion 
of the government, or affected the life, liberty or property 
of individual citizens, and that there is no specifications of 
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time, place, or the manner of its.commission, ‘The second 
ground is, that the commission of the larceny,.is- not posi- 
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tively charged, but that the larceny is believed by the de- ` 


ponent to have been committed; and ‘maintains that such 
an affidavit would not authorize.a magistrate to .issue- his 
warrant of arrest, or justify the detention of an individual 
for trial. A MAC 

Your committee cannot well conceive that an affidavit so 
clear in its specification of the particular offence—even with 
the minuteness with which the statute of Georgia defines it, 
—and so direct and positive in charging the alleged fugitives 
with its perpetration, could have been the subject of mis- 
take. or misconception. Its language is positive and expli- 
cit, that they “did feloniously inveigle, steal, take and carry 
away”. the slave, and not that the deponeni had been in- 
formed, or believed they had done so. . 


- The legal propositions insisted on by His Excellency, the 


Governor, in the grounds on which his refusal is put, appear 
to your committee to be as untenable, as the assumption of 
fact in both, is gratuitous and palpable. s 

All who have the slightest knowledge of criminal law. 
cannot but be aware, that precision of statement, and par- 
ticularity of averment, do not constitute requisites of any 
process or proceeding, that seeks merely the arrest or de- 
tention of one suspected of crime, but that information on 
oath that a crime has been actually eommitted, and that 
there is cause and probability of suspecting the party 
against whom the warrant is prayed, is all that is usually, 
or can be legally, required. "s E 

Whatever opinion may be entertained of the sufficiency 
of the affidavit, or of the nature of the objections raised by 
Governor Dunlap, his successor Governor Kent, admits that 
the grounds of his predecessor’s refusal are removed by the 
indictment: found, a copy of. which accompanied the second 
demand which was made by Governor Gilmer. 

He admits that the copy of. the, indictment found, “ for 
stealing a man alleged to be a slave," as he is pleased to 
designate the charge; is sufficient- evidence that the alleged 
fugitives from the justice of Georgia are charged with a 
crime, but sees no evidence that tLey are fugitives from 
justice; and when their arrest is demanded as a right, claims 
for the Executive of Maine, the right to.be- satisfied of the 
existence of this faet,as one of the conditions of the. de- 
mand. ..He suggests a doubt, whether an accusation or 
charge must not have been made before the flight, to au- 
thorize the demand, and feels but little doubt, that such 
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was the chief intention of those who framed our Federal 
Constitution. - 

- Is the demand a right? The right of a foreign State or 
Kingdom, independent of treaty stipulations to require the 
surrender, on demand, of those who have committed crimes 
in another country, is a proposition, of which many distin- 
guished writers on public law, maintain the affirmative, and 
soine with equal claims to consideration, the negative. But 
whatever may be the right amongst foreign nations, all con- 
cur that the impolicy of affording an asylum, and a refuge 
to fugitives from justice of other States, is undeniibie. It 
is believed that most, if not all foreign states, that have es- 
tablished commercial relations with others, have thought fit 
to provide for their security in this regard. | 

When it shall be remembered that our federal govern- 
ment, in its treaty. with Great Britain in 1794, stipulated 
expressly for this right; that the constitution of the United 
States was intended *to form a more perfect union, esta- 
blish justice, and ensure domestic tranquillity? between 
contiguous states; and that that instrument imperatively 
declares the fugitive * shall, on demand, be delivered,” your 
committee cannot perceive theipropriety with which the 
right can be questioned. i - 

That the suggestion, whether an accusation or charge 
should not have been made, before the flight of the offend- 
er, to authorize the demand, and require the surrender, is 
destitute of all claim to even plausibility,Fyour committee 
will not pause to demonstrate. i 

Can, then, the refusal to cause the arrest and surrender 
of Philbrook and Killeran, find justification in the insufh- 
ciency of the testimony, to establish the fact that they had 
fled from the justice of Georgia? 

Your committee are of opinion thatisome evidence of his 
flight should accompany the demand of a fugitive from jus- 
tice, so that it may appear, thet the party demanded, has 
departed without having responded to the imputed crime, 
or endured its punishment in the state, whose laws are al- 
leged to have been violated; but they cannot entertain a 
doubt, that merely prima facie evidence of the fact, is all 
that in any case can be required, or in most cases could 
be produced. That the flight was with the motive or pur- 
pose to evade punishment, or to elude justice, is a fact that 
is susceptiole of only presumptive proof, and rarely could 
be otherwise established, than by proof, that a crime had 
been committed, and that its perpetrator had gone without 
the limits of the state, having jurisdiction of the offence.— 
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But the affidavit charges the flight. of these individuals, di- 
rectly and positively, and receives confirmation from the 
return of. the -officer, charged with the execution of the 
warrant, in the county of Chatham. "The Constitution, and 
the act of Congress, in providing for.the arrest and remo- 
val of fugitives from justice, intends summary and minis- 
terial proceedings, and does not contemplate judicial inves- 
tigation for ascertainment of the fugitives’ guilt. The evi- 
dence which shall accompany the demand, is prescribed by 
the supreme law. It is intended to show prima facie, that 
the party is guilty, that there is probable cause to believe 
him guilty, such às would, upon a warrant, justify his com- 
mitment for trial. 

If this be the purport and effect of the evidence, in the 
form prescribed, it appears to your committee that the right 
to demand the removal of. a. fugitive, is undeniable, and the 
duty to cause the arrest and surrender, imperative. 

Your committee will not here refrain from allusion to a, 
fact which may afford some illustration of the course which 
the executive and legislative departments of Maine have . 
seen fit to pursue, in respect to the demands which have 
been made, of the surrender of the alleged fügitives from 
the justice of Georgia. . After the refusal of Governor 
Dunlap, and after the action of the legislature of Georgia 
on the subject, the legislatare of Maine enacted a law, that 
when the surrender of a fugitive from justice shall be de- 
manded of the executive of that state, *and the governor 
shall be.satisfied, on investigation of the grounds of such 
demand, and that the same is conformably to law, and 
ought to be complied with, he shall issue his warrant under 
the seal of the state authorizing the agent who should make 
such demand, either forthwith or at such time as shall be 
designated in the warrant, to take and transport such offen- 
der to the line of this state." | 

That this statute intends by the Executive Department 
of Maine, inquiry into the. guilt of the fugitive, and a deter- 
mination of the-expediency of ordering his surrender whe- ` 
ther he be innocent or guilty, although demanded conform- . 
ably to law, its terms as well as its history, may well render 
probable. If this be its just interpretation, well may the 
governor of Maine, call the right to.demand a fugitive from 
justice, a question. l 

But if this construction be incorrect, and the right to 
make the demand unimpaired by the statute, it will be. per- 
ceived, that the warrant of arrest must be. executed by the 
agent of the state whose. chief magistrate makes the de- 
mand, and that the Governor of Maine, may authorize the 
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arrest either forthwith, or at such times, as may be desigha- 
ted in the warrant. The difficulties which such agent 
would at any time, experience, in making an arrest, in a 
foreign jurisdiction, especially with a warrant designating 
a remote day for its execution, added to the chances of es- 
cape which it holds out, would, in most cases, make it utter- 
ly impracticable. However incompatible with the supreme 
law, your committee may deem this statute of Maine, illus- 
trated as it is by the conduct of her executive department, 
they are constrained to regard it, as indicating the settled 
determination of that state, that no citizen of hers, shall 
ever answer in a southern tribunal, for an offence against 
the right 10 certain property, to which her policy and peo- 
ple, are most cordially hostile. , 

The facilities which the federal constitution affords to 
citiz -ns of the United States, who are inimical to slavery, 
of abducting and inveigling slaves froin their owners, and 
the temptation to embrace those facilities, which is suggest- 
ed by such impunity, as the authorities of Maine have pro- 
vided for her citizens, presents a conjuncture, which the 
least timid, and the most prudent amongst us, may well 
deem full of peril to the rights of the South. When the 
safeguards of the federal constitution shall become inef- 
fectual and illusory, then indeed, the period has_ arrived, 
when the states of the South must take care that their citi- 
zens sustain no detriment. Let us tell our brethren of the 
North mildly, but resolutely, that if they did introdvce 
slaves amongst us against our remonstrance, they shall not 
remove them against our consent, and that whilst we tole- 
rate no impairment of our title to our property, in the halls 
of the federal legislature, we wili, also, permit no state to 
convert itself into a city of refuge, for those who invade it 
as felons. 

Your committee recommend the adoption of the follow- 
ing resolutions: | 

Resolved, That it is the duty, as well as the right, of any 
State, to insist on the faithful observance of the federal 
constitution, by each state in the Union. 

Resolzed, That to define crimes and felonies within its 
jurisdiction, is an incident to the sovereignty of each state, 
and that no other state can question the exercise of that 
right. 

Besole, That to demand the surrender and removal of 
fugitives from justice, is, by the constitution, a right; and 
the arrest and surrender a duty: that the denial or impair- 
ment of this right, is inconsistent with the constitutional 
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obligations of a state, and subversive of:the peace.and good 
government:of the.other states. vC uo enu s 
Resolved; That the right has been impaired, i£. not de- 
nied, by the authorities of Maine, and that this. state will 
never consent, that any state shall become ‘an.. asylum for 
those who are-fugitives from the justice of other states. - 
| Resolved, That this state will make common.cause with 
any state of this confederacy, in maintaining its:just rights, 
under the guarantee of the constitution of:the United States; 
and ‘should the obligations of this instrument be disregard- 
ed by.those whose duty it may be, tó enforce them, it will 
take counsel: of its co-states of this confederacy, having 
similar interests to protect and similar injuries to:redress, 
in devising and adopting. such measures, as will maintain, at 
any hazard, these rights, and that.property, which the obli- 
gations of. the compact: of union—cancelled as they then ' 
will be; as to us—have failed to enforce... TX | 
' Resolved, That the Executive of this State, be requested 
to transmit to the Executive of the several states, to be 
laid before their respective. legislatures, to the President of 
the United States, and to our Senators and. Representatives 
in.congress à copy of the above Report, and of tliese Reso- 
lutions.

The committee to whom: was referred somuch of the gov- 
ernor's message and accompanying documents as relates to 
his demand upon. the executive of ‘New. York for the syr- 
render of three fugitives from justice, have had: the same 
under consideration and agree to-the following. . 

> + .4 REPORT: Cc 5: ... 

In July last the. executive of Virginia made .a. demand 
upon the Governor of New York for the surrender of Peter 
Johnson, Edward Smith-and Isaac Gansey, attached to the 
schooner ‘Robert Center then in- New York; who were.duly 
charged by affidavit regularly made before ‘Miles King, nia- 
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yor and justice of the peace for Norfolk, with having felotii- 
ously stolen and taken from John G. Colley a certain negro 
slave Isaac the property of.said-Colley. The Governor of 
New York refused: to comply with the demand, and assigned 
as his reasons for the refusal, that the right to demand and the 
reciprocal obligation to surrender fugitives from justice be- ` 
tween sovereign and indep 'ndent nations, as defined.by the 

law of nations, include only thosé cases in which the acts 
constituting the offence charged are recognized by the uni- 

versal law of all eivilized countries; that the object.of the 

provision in the constitution of the United States relative to 
the demand of fugitives from justice. was to recognize and 

establish this principle in the mutual relations of the:states 
as independent, equal and sovereign communities; that the 

provision applies only to those acts which, if committed 
within the jurisdiction of the:state in which the person ac- 
cused is found, would be treásonable, felonious or criminal 
by the laws ef that state; that:no law of New York at this 
time recognized, tio statute admitted, that one man could be 
“the propérty of another, or that one man‘ could be stolen 
from another; and «hat consequently the laws: of ‘this state 
making the stealing of a slave-felony did not constitute. a 
crime within the meaging of the constitution. "E 

Your. committee have bestowed: upon each of these’. pro- 
positions the reflection which their importance demanded; 
and that reflection has brought them to very. different con- 
clusions from those arrived at by the governor of New 
York. ZEE 

A citizen of one nation is permitted to enter the territory 
of another upon the tacit condition that he shall not violate 
her laws. lf he does violate them he may be punished ac- 
cording to those laws, if apprehended while he is within their- 
jurisdiction. If he escape and take refuge in. his own coun- 
try or any other state hé may be demanded as a fugitive 
from justice. 

Whether such demand ought to be made, and if made, 
should be complied with, is a mattor to be judged of by tlie 
respective authorities making and upon whom the demand 
is'made, each for itself. ‘The lesser offences are usually 
coninived at, and in such cases the- state, whose laws have 
been violated, is satisfied when the offender has departed be- 
yond its limits. So the state upon whom the demand is 
‘made may th some cases refuse to comply. with it. Where 
the offence was of a trivial nature it might decline to com- 
ply; and m'süch case the demand if made would .rarely be 
insisted on. . When the offence was one created by tyran- 
nical laws leading to oppression or ‘persecution, or. where 
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the mode of trial was to be inhuman:or-inqüisitorial, it would 
be: under the'most solemn obligation -to ‘refuse to:comply. 
But the state in exercising its acknowledged right of judg- 
ing for itself, would dò it under the highest responsibility. 
If it exercised its right indiscreetly and refused improperly 
‘to surrender a criminal whose surrender had: been demand- 
ed; it would itself become a participator in his guilt and give 
just cause of war. The cases in. which fugitives from jus- 
tice ought to-be demanded :by one power and-surrendered 
by-another, under the laws of nations, have never been spe- 
cifically defined: - It would be very difficult.to define them; 
and it is-perhaps better that éach -case should -be judged of 
by its own circumstances.” ae 

But in the opinion of your committee, it is not necessary 
to pursue farther this branch ‘of:the subjèct. “Ini their opin- 
ion, the case: which they are:considering does not arise un- 
der the law of nations, but under. the constitution. of. ihe 
United States; and they cannot -acquiesce inthe proposi- 
tion advanced by: the governor of New York, that the pro- 
vision of the constitution is but a recogniticn of the estab- 
lished principles of the law. of nations... They entertain the 
 -Opinien-that that provision 4s an:extension, -and-not.merely 
a recognition of the principle.of the law of nations. ‘The 
obly-difficulty upon this pomt originates in a doubt whether 
the governor of New York has wot restricted too much the 
principle regulating. the conduct: of independent nations in 
this particular. A distinguished jurist of his own state, in a 
solemn judicial decision has said: “It has been suggested 
that theft is nota felony of-such ar atrocious and mischiev- 
ous nature as to fall within the usage of. nations on this 
point.- But the crimes which belong to this cognizance of 
“the law of nations are not specifically defined; and those 

which strike deeply at the rights of property, andare incon- 
sistent with the: safety and harmony of.-commierciai inter- 
course, come: within the mischief te-be prevented, and within 
‘the necessity as well as the equity of the remedy.. If.lar- 
ceny may be committed, and the fugitive protected, why not 
compound larceny,as burglary and robbery, and why- not 
forgery-and arson? - They are all equally invasions of the 
right of. property, and incompatible--with the ends of :civil- 
azed - society. Considering the great and constant inter- 
course between:this state.and the provinces of Canada, and 
the entire facility of passing from ene dominioti te-the other, 
3t would be impossible for the inhabitants of: the respective 
frontiers to live in‘ security, ør. to maintain a triendly ‘inter- 
course with: each other, if thieves.could escape with impu- 
aity merely by crossing the territorial line. . “The policy: of 
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the nations and the good sense of individuals, would equally 
condemn such a dangerous doctrine.” (4 Johnson's Chan- 
cery Reports, 113.) l woe 
Your committee will not argue the proposition. whether 
the governor of New York has not stated the principle of 
the law of nations, on this point, too broadly. But,im heir 
opinion, it is certain that he has either stated-it too broadly, 
or that he is wrong in supposing that the provision of the 
constitution relating to the surrender of fugitives from jus- 
tice is but a recognition of the law of nations. Your com- 
mittee will not, as they well might, insist that the governor 
of New York is wrong in both propositions; but they, with 
due deference, insist that he is clearly wrong in the last. 
That the second clause of the second section of the fourth 
article of the constitution of the United States, is not a mere 
recognition, but an extension of the principle of the law 
of nations relating to the demand and surrender of fugi- 
tives from justice, is equally clear, in the opinion of your 
committee, whether we refer to the letter or the spirit of 
that section. | 
- There was great reason for restricting by the law of na- 
tions as much as possible the class of cases where one state 
might demand and another would be required to surrender 
fugitives from justice. In every country of Europe the 
criminal laws have been rude and imperfect. "This may be 
said whether we judge of them from their conformity to 
truth and justice, the feelings of humanity and the rights of 
mankind, or by comparing them with the civil jurisprudence : 
of the same countries. The inhumanity and mistaken pol- 
icy of most of these codes need not to be pointed out. With 
some of them suspicion was the evidence, and the rack the 
mode of trial. 'lhere was, therefore, great reason for cau- 
tion on the part of every nation, lest its citizens might be 
dragged abroad to be tried by foreigners, in modes of trial 
to which they were unaccustomed, for imaginary or arbi 
trary offences. But when our constitution was adopted 
there was no reason for any such caution with regard to the 
rights and duties, in this particular, of the several states 
composing this confederacy. In each of them, even before 
the adoption of the constitution, crimes were accurately 
defined, and penalties were neither arbitrary nor uncertain; 
all accusations were ‘public; trials were in the face of the 
world; torture was unknown, and every delinquent was 
judged of bv his peers, against whom he could form noex- 
ception even of personal dislike. That constitution was 
adopted by those states in order to form a more perfect 
union; to establish justice; ensure domestic tranquility; 


provide for the common defence, and promote the general 
welfare.. And hy its provisions, which are the supreme law 
of the land, it guarantees to.every state in the union a re- 
publican form of government.: It:provides that the trial of 
ail crimes, except in cases.of impeachment; shall be by 
jury; that such trial shall be in the state where the crime was 
committed; that no. person shall be held to answer for a cap- 
ital or otherwise infamous. crime, unless on a, presentment 
er indictment of a grand jury; that no person. shall be sub- 
ject, for the same offence, to be twice put in jeopardy of his 
life or limb, nor shall be compelled in any criminal case to be 
a witness against himself; nor be deprived of life, liberty or 
property without due process of law; that excessive bail 
. Shall not be required; nor excessive fines imposed; nor 
cruel and unusual punishments inflicted. 

In a constitution formed under such circumstances, with : 
such objects, and containing such provisions, one would not 
expect to find a clause specifying- the cases where the de- 
mand of a fugitive from justice might be made by one state 
upon another, which could only be justified by a doubt of 
the justice, humanity and clemency of the different parties 
toit. On the contrary, one would look in such a clause 
for an expression of the greatest confidence, by each of the 
states as parties, in all the rest in these particulars. Nor 
can your committee believe that a clause in such a consti- 
tution, securing to. one state the most unlimited right to de- 
mand, and imposing upon another the most unqualified duty 
to surrender fugitives from justice, would impair the secu- 
rity of civil liberty. And such a clause your committee be- 
lieves the second section of the fourth article to be. ‘The 
second paragraph of that section is in these words: “A per- 
son charged in any state with éreason, felony or other crime, 
who shall flee from justice :and be found in another state, 
Shall on demand of the executive authority of the state from 
which he fled, be delivered up to be removed to the state 
having jurisdictioa of the crime.” (The words treason, fel- 
ony. and crime are common law terms. "The common law 
was the law of the land in each of the states which were 
parties to the constitution, and the terms of it were familiar 
toits framers. "They must, therefore, be taken to have been 
used in their common law sense.‘ Your committee will not 
stop to enquire into the meaning of the terms treason and 
felony in the constitution; they will confine such enquiry to 
the word crime, that being the. most comprehénsive term 
used. Blackstone defines a crime thus: * A crime or misde- 
meanor is an act committed or omitted in violation of the 
public law either torbidding or commanding it." He goes 
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on to say, “This general definition comprehends both crimes 
and misdemeanors, which properly :speaking, are mere: sy- 
nonymous terms." Misdemeanor-is generally used in; con- 
tradistinction to felony, and misdemeanors comprehend alk 
indictable offences which do not amount to felony, as per- 
jury; libels, &c. ' 

Your committee flatters itself that it has shewn already that 
the second section of the fourth article of the constitution of 
the United States is not a mere recognition of the principle 
of the law of nations, regulating the right to demand by one 
nation and the duty to surrender by another, fugitives from 
justice; but that that clause is much more comprehensive, 
and was designed as between the states of this Union, to 
provide a more perfect remedy tham was afforded: by the law: 
of nations. | 

But if a further argument was necessary to enforce this 
view of the subject, k might be derived from the first para- 
graph ef this very second section of the fourth article. That 

aragraph is in these words: * The citizens of each state 
shall be entitled to all privileges and immunities of citizens 
m the several states.” The first paragraph of this section 
secures to the citizens of each state all the privileges and 
immunities of citizens in the several states; and the second 
paragraph but enforces correlative obligations and duties. 
Thus are the privileges and obligations of the citizen made 
reciprocal. The citizen of one state, while he is within: the 
jurisdiction of another, is entitled to all the immunities of a 
citizen of that state; but if he violate her laws, he is subject 
to the same punishment. 

Hany doubt should still exist as to the correctness of this 
position, it would be removed, in the opinion of your com- 
mittee, by the proceedings of the convention which framed 
the constitution, in relation to this clause. A 

“The original articles of confederation contained a clause 
in the following words : B Sd ' 

. **]f any person guilty of, or charged with treason, fel- 
ony, or other bigh misdemeanor in any state, shall flee from 
justice, and be found in any of the United States, he shall, 
upon demand of the government or executive power of the 
state from which he fled, be deliyered up and removed to 
the state having jurisdiction cf his offence.’ 

* [n the convention of 1787, the committee to whom were 
referred the proceedings of the convention, for the purpose 
of reporting a constitution, reported a draft, in. which the 
fifteenth article was as follows: i 


4€ Any person charged with treason, felony, or high mis- 
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demeanor in any: state, who shall flee-from justice nrid;shall 
be found in any other state, shall,-on.demand of. the execu-. 
tive: power of the state from which he fled, be delivered: up: 
and removed-to the state having jurisdiction of-the offence.’ 
“When the-draft was before the. convention, on the 28th | 
of August, 178%, It was .moved:to strike out; the words, 
‘high. misdemeanor,’ and insert the words, ‘other crime ;” 
which motion passed.in the affirmative." E er 

And your committee will add. that there has been a late 
decision in New York sustaining’ this view... co, 

In the matter of Clark, (9 Wendell, 212,) the then gov- 
ernor.of New York and the chief justice of the. state, im 
conformity with these views, both decided, that a person 
who was charged with a misdemeanor only, in. one state,. 
and had fled into another, ought to be delivéred ap upon 
the demand of the executive of the state within which.the 
offence was alleged: to be committed. And the misde- 
meanor charged in that instance, was not one which was. 
recognized as such.bv the universal law of all: civilized. 
countries, but at common law amounted only to.a:breach of. 
trust. This decision was made after the .most elaborate 
argument and investigation. "TEC" 

The 2d section of the 4th.article of the constitution as 
thus construed, is just such a provision as the convenient 
administration of justice demanded. Each state having 
confidence in the justice and clemency of the others, 
nothing forbade, and.cenvenience required, that an.offender 
who had committed a crime in one state, no matter;where | 
found, should be removed to that state for trial. Most like- 
ly, there would be found the evidence of his guilt ; there the 
laws which he had violated would be best understood,. and 
most perfectly administered ; and above all, the character of 
his accusers more properly appreciated... — . . breed 

In the opinion of your committee the next position as- 
sumed by the governor of New York is as untenable as.the 
first, to wit: That the second section of the fourth article 
applies only to those acts which, if committed within ..the 
jurisdiction of the state in which the -person -accused „is 
found, would be treasonable, felonious, or criminal by. the 
laws of that state. If the-construction cóntended for by- 
‘the governor of New York be the proper one, then the pro- 
vision in the constitution was unnecessary. “The juris- 
diction of every sovereign state extends to the whole of its; 
territory and toits own citizens in every part of the world.. 
The laws of a nation are rightfully obligatory on its own 
citizens in every situation where these laws are really.ex- 
tended to them. The principle is founded on the nature of - 
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civil union. It is supported every where by public opinion, 
and is recognized by the writers on the law of nations.” 
Rutherford in his second volume (page 180) says: “The 
jurisdiction which a civil society has over the persons of its 
members, affects them immediately, whether they are in 
their territories or not.” (Chief Justice Marshall’s speeck 
in the case of Jonathan Robins.) if the provision, securing 
the right to demand a fugitive from justice, was only to op- 
erate where the laws of New York were violated, then it 
was superfluous, as New York might enact a law providing 
for his punishment if apprehended within her territory, no 
` matter where the offence was committed. And in accord- 
ance with this principle, the legislature of that state has 
enacted a statute’ punishing offences committed by its citi- 
zens without her territory. (2 R. S. 698, § 4.) That the 
clause was not designed to provide only for the case of a 
citizen of one state taking refuge in any other state than 
the one of which he was a citizen, is admitted by the gov- 
ernor of New York himself. “It has long been conceded,” 
. he says, “that the citizens of the state upon which the re- 
quisition is made are liable to be surrendered as well as citi- 
zens of the state making the demand.” 

The correctness of the position taken by your committee 
is sustained also by a solemn judicial decision of New York. 
In the matter of Clark, Chief Justice Savage declares: 
* With the comity of nations we have at present nothing to 
do, unless perhaps to infer from it that the framers of the 
constitution and laws: intended to provide a more perfect 
remedy; one which should reach every offence criminally 
cognizable by the laws of any of the states; the language is 
treason, felony or other crime; the word crime is synony- 
mous with misdemeanor, and includes every offence below 
felony -punished by indictment as an offence against the 
publie.” 

But admit that your committee is wrong in this ; restrict 
the clause as much as 1s contended for; admit that a former 
governor of New York was wrong; that the Chief Justice of 
that state was wrong, and that the present governor is 
right—admit all this, and your committee humbly submits, 
that the answer of the lieutenant governor of Virginia to the 
governor of New York, on this head, is conclusive. He 
says, “Is it true that the offence committed by Peter John- 
son, Edward Smith and Isaac Gansey «is not recognized as 
criminal by the universal law of all civilized countries ? 
They are charged with feloniously stealing from John G. 
Colley, a citizen of this state, property which could not 
have been worth less than six or seven hundred dollars. 
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And I understand stealing to be recognized as a crime by 
all laws human and divine.” -To this the governor of New 
York replies:'*1t is freely admitted that, the. argument 
would be at an end if it were as clear that one human be- 
ing may be the property of another, as it is that stealing is 
acrime. On the contrary, however, I must insist, with 
perfect respect, that the general principle of civilized com- 
munities is in harmony with that which prevails in this 
state, that men are not tae subject of property, and of course 
that no such crime cau exist in countries where that prin- 
ciple prevails, as the felonious stealing of a human being 
considered as property." IG 

The governor of New York thus resolves the whole con- 
troversy into the question whether slavery can legally ex- 
ist; and whether slaves. are to be regarded as property by 
the northern states of this confederacy, in their intercourse 
with the southern. In this view of the subject it assumes 
a consequence which it would not otherwise possess, and 

-which demands of the general assembly that it should speak ` 
in a manner that cannot- be inisunderstood. 

That cne human being may be the property of another, 
and that laws making him such have been recognized by the. 
universal consent of all civilized nations, is a proposition 
which cannot be denied. Your committee does not recol- 
lect a solitary civilized nation of modern times which has 
not, within the nineteenth century, recognized slaves as 
property. Not to swell this report by an enumeration of 
other instances, your committee will refer to the case of 
Great Britain—a nation more fastidious, and your commit- 
tee might add, more fanatical upon this subject. than any 
of the other nations o! the earth. It has only been within 
a few vears that she has abolished slavery within Ler own 
jurisdiction; and. in a late treaty with this country she re- 
cognized them as property in the most emphatic manner, 
by making pecuniary satisfaction to the owners of such as 
were abducted by her forces during.the late war. But 
what is still more to the purpose, every state in the Union 
except Massachusetts, at the time cf the adoption of the 
constitution, tolerated slavery, and admitted that one man 
could be the property of another. Indeed it has only been 
within a few yezrs that New York has abolished slavery 
within her own limits. Until that time, even by her own 
laws, one man might be the property of another. The 
states not only in their separate individual capacity recog- 
nized property in slaves, but in the most solemn manner, in 
their collective capacity, in the adoption of the federal 
constitution, did they declare that recognition. "That con- 


`

stitution not only recognizes slavery, but it guarantees and 
protects the master’s right of property in his slave. In 
proof of this your committee need only refér to the third 
paragraph of the second section of the fourth article of the 
constitution. But for that clause a slave who should escape 
from his master into a frte state would become free and : 
could not be reclaimed. Considering the facility of escape 
from many of the slave states to the so called free states, 
this provision was a most efficient protection to us in the 
enjoyment of our property. But your committee wil! not 
further press this view of the subject, as it is already fami- 
liar to the public mind. 

It has been shown that at the adoption of the constitu- 
tion slavery existed in every state which was a party to it 
except one. It was recognized and guaranteed by that 
constitution itself, which was the act of all the states. Is 
it competent for one party, by abolishing slavery thereafter 
within her own jurisdiction, so to affect it in other states as 
to destroy it as a subject of theft, and thereby, without the 
consent of the other parties, change her duties under the 
constitution. Surely one party cannot directly or indi- 
rectly vary or impair the compact without the consent of 
the other. Had this question arisen shortly after the adop- 
tion of the constitution, even upon the principles of the 
governor of New York, there could have been no difficulty 
as to his duties. Then slaves were property in New York; 
and the governor says that if one man could be the proper- 
ty of another, and thus become the subject of theft, the ar- 
gument is at an end. Was it competent for New York by 
any act of her own, without the consent of the other parties, 
to modify or change her duties under the compact, and to 
relieve herself from the discharge of those duties under 
which she was acknowledgedly placed by its provisions at 
the time of its adoption? Can such a proposition be in- 
‘sisted on? 

In this connexion it is proper to enquire what laws ex- 
istedin Virginia, in relation to the stealing of slaves, at the 
adoption of the federal constitution. The same laws which 
are now in force in Virginia were in force then. Our 
statute contains two provisions upon this subject. The 
first is in. these words: “If any person or persons shall 
hereafter be guilty of stealing any negro or mulatto slave 
whatever, and be thereof lawfully convicted, whether the 
said slaves so stolen shall have been taken out of or from 
the actual or immediate possession of the owner or owners 
of such slave or slaves, or shall have been elsewhere found, 
he or they shall be adjudged guilty of felony, and shail un- 
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dergo a confinement im the penitentiary for a. period tiot 
less than three nor more than eight years.” (le R. C. page 
491.) "The other provision of our statute is in these words: 
* Whosoever shail hereafter carry or cause to be carried, 
any slave or slaves out of this common wealth, or shall carry 
or cause to be carried, any slave or slaves out of any county 
or corporation within this common wealth, into any other 
county or corporation within the same, without the consent 
of the owner or owners of such slave or slaves, or of the 
guardian of such owner or owners, if he, she or they be a 
minor or minors, and with the intention to defraud or de- 
prive such owner or owners of such slave or slaves, shall 
be adjudged guilty of felony, and subject to prosecution as 
in other cases of felony, and upon conviction thereof shall 
be punished by fine not less than one hundred nor more 
tkan five hundred dollars, and shall also be imprisoned in 
the jail or penitentiary house for a period not less than two 
nor more than four years; which fine and imprisonment 
shall be fixed and ascertained by a jury.” In the next see- 
tion of the act, it is further enacted, *'That not only all 
those whe shafl willingly and designedly carry away slaves 
as aforesaid, but all masters of vessels who having a slave 
or slaves on board their vessel, shall sail beyond the limits of 
any county with such slave or slaves on board, shall be con- 
sidered as carrying off or removing such slave or slaves within 
the true intent and meaning of this act.” (1.R.C. 428.) This 
statute was passed as early as 1753; and the only change 
which has been made in it consists in the substitution, m 
1799. of confinement im the penitentiary, in place of “death 
without benefit of clergy,” as the punishment for the feiony 
created by it. Letit not be said that these laws are harsh. 
They are less sanguinary than they were at the adoption 
of the constitution. But if they be so, citizens of other 
States need not come, unless they choose, into Virginia; 
and if they do they need not violate her laws and incur 
their penalties. - 

Thus stood the matter at the adoption of the federal con- 
stitution. Did Virginia and the other southern states under- 
. stand that the northern states, by abolishing slavery within 
their limits, would take the felony of stealing a slave out of 
the operation of the second section of the fourth article of 
the constitution? If they had so understood it, would they 
have agreed to the adoption of the constitution? 

If there was one feeling, more than any other, which 
marked the conduct of southern men at the time of the 
adoption of the federal constitution, it was extreme jealousy 
and distrust of the northern and eastern sections of this 
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union on the subject of slavery. The proceedings of each 
of the conventions, south of the Potomac, which adopted 
the constitution, demonstrate this too clearly for doubt. All 
must admit, that no constitution would have been acceded to 
by a solitary southern state, which did not contain the amp- 
lest guarautee of property in slaves. "The caution which 
our southern statesmen manifested on this subject was set 
down, at the time, to the score of idle fears and ungenerous 
jealousy. Butamong the numerous instances in which they 
discovered a sagacity and wisdom almost more than human, 
not one was more remarkable than this. With a sagacity - 
which partook of prescience, they deseried the dangers with 
which we are at present environed, and they provided against. 
them by provisions in the constitution itself, as far as they 
could be relied upon, and by a reservation of all the means 
of protection which unimpaired sovereignty can afford when” 
these should prove ineffectual. ` 

The southern states demanded that a clause should be in- 
serted in the constitution, providing for the capture of fugi- 
tive slaves. Could men who required a provision of that 
sort, have been guilty of the inconsistency and absurdity of 
agreeing to a constitution under which any one of the dis- 
trusted states could produce a condition of things in which, 
although there would be an obligation to send back to his 
bondage, the slave who had fled from his master to gain his 
liberty, yet the felon who should steal him from this very 
master, might go acquit? Such fatuity might be looked for 
in madmen, but not in a body of statesmen, unequalled in 

-the history of the world for their cautious wisdom. : 

In the opinion of your coramittee, if the construction con- 
tended for by the governor of New York, was justified by 
the letter of the constitution, (as it clearly is not,) it would 
yet be a palpable violation of its spirit, and render that con- 
stitution a fraud upon a portion of the parties to it. 

The positions of the governor of New York, w hen car- 
ried to their legitimate results, lead to consequences of a 
most frightful character, and which, as it seems to your 
committee, could not have been duly weighed by him. The 
governor of New York says, it is no offence to steal a slave, 
because one man cannot be the property of another, and 
cannot, therefore, be the subject of theft. If, for these rea- 
sons, it be no offence to steal a slave and carry him to New 
York, it would be none to steal him and carry him to Louis- 
iana. Surely, in such a ease, it would make no difference 
whether the thief steered north or south after committing 
his robbery. The consequence is, if a citizen of New York 
were to come into this state, inveigle a cargo of our slaves 
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on board his. vessel, under the pretext that he meant to take 
them to some: *land of liberty,” and should earry them to 
Louisiana and sell them in the. New Orleans market, and 
should thereafter take refuge in New: York, he would be 
free from arrest, and could not be made to expiate his 
erime. . And without wishing to make any unjustifiable at- 
tack upon the citizens of any state of this union, your com- 
mittee would be wanting in candour, if they expressed a 
doubt that sucha case, if the course of the governor of New. 
York should be persevered in, would be of probable and fre- 
quent occurrence. "There are bad men in every country 
who will commit offences when they can profit by it, and do 
it with impunity. But what is still more probable, (if the 
course of the governor of New York be acquiesced in,) is 
that those deluded enthusiasts at the north, who, im pursuit 
of something they know not what, are spending thousands 
and thousands in efforts whith they must see, if they be not 
blinder than any one, except a fanatic ever yet was, can 
never accomplish their object, will attempt to make those 
efforts practically efficient, by coming into oyr state and 
making it a.labour of virtue to steal our slaves and convey 
them to a more galling bondage than they now suffer, in the 
northern states. i : | : 
Suppose one of those northern fanatics, who believing that 

the shedding of the blood of the wives and children of south- 
ern slaveholders would be but an acceptable offering in the 
eyes of God, should come among us, and after inciting our 
Slaves to insurrection, and! aiding and abetting: them in it, 
should escape into New York, consistency would compel 
the governor of New York to refuse to deliver him up for 
trial and punishment.. He would say one man cannot be 
‘the property of another. These negroes therefore were 
held in illegal bondage, and the person who aided them in 
their-effort to throw it off only performed a meritorious 
action. E : 

^ Your committee do not wish by these remarks to excite 
idle fears. This general assembly do not represent a timid 
people: But the abhorrent consequences flowing from the 
positions of the governor of New York, if carried to their 
legitimate results, tend to demonstrate the unsoundness of 
those positions themselves. | 

The most painful circumstance attending this controversy 

with a sister. state, originates in the conviction which forces 
itself upon the mind of your committee, that the executive of 
New York has taken his extraordinary course, either under 
-~ the influence of the fanatical feelings of the northern aboli- 
tionists, or with a view of conciliating those enemies of the 
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domestic tranquillity of this country. The distinctions of 
the governor of New York are impracticable, and will 
rarely be applicable to any: other case than one similar to 
that under consideration. The common law-of England is 
the law in every state of the Union except one. The stat- 
utory crimes and felonies, in them: ail, are very nearly of 
the same character. There is scarcely an article, except 
slaves, which is property in one state, that is not property, 
and the subject of theft, im all. The untenable distinction 
therefore of the executive of New York, seems to have been 
taken with a single view of protecting the depredators upon 
our slave property; a species of property to which we ad- 
here with a stronger tenacity than such as originates only 
in a calculation of its value. > o 
Your committee lament the course of the executive of 
New York, and they trust that it will not be persevered in. 
They lament it not more on account of the interests of this 
state, than of New York. ‘They lament it because it brings 
the existence of this Union into jeopardy. 
It is the pride and glory of our country to be an asylum 
. for the persecuted and oppressed of every nation and every 
clime. But should any state of this Union erect herself in- 
to a place of refuge for the thieves and robbers who might 
escape from the offended justice of any of her sister states, 
she would sully that glory and render herself unworthy of 
that sisterhood which should be her pride. And the coun- 
try may rest assured that in such an event Virginia will 
take proper measures to extricate herself from such an un- 
holy alliance! l 
Your committee now approach the only part of their du- 
ty, the discharge of which has given them any difficulty. 
What is the proper remedy in this case? The means of 
redress and protection which are within the reach of Vir- 
ginia are ample. The only difficulty which your commit- 
tee has had has been in selecting one consistent with.the 
relations imposed upon the members of this confederacy by 
the constitution. A variety of remedies have been proposed: 
Ist. An appeal to the supreme court of the United.States. 
2nd. An appeal to the congress of the United States so to 
-amend the statutes heretofore passed upon that subject, as 
to authorize the demand in the cases contemplated to be 
made upon the circuit judge of the United States, having . 
jurisdiction in the state where the fugitive may be found. 
3d. The appointment of inspectors to inspect all vessels 
trading to the north, to see that no slaves are secreted. ` 
4th. 'The requirement from all citizens of New York 
coming into Virginia, security for their good behavior. 
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5th. A solemn appeal to New York herself to redress our 

wrong and:to: dous. justices © = 50s o ro 
-There :are objections:to all-of thése-remedies; -but sdme-. 
thing to rêcommend most of them; <. © ev neto 

st. An appeal to- the ‘supreme court, in the opinion of 
your committee, is entirely out of the question. Cs 

In the first-place, in:the opinion: of your committee; the 
supreme court has:no,jurisdiction; The- case is in the na- 
ture of a national demand: made ‘by: one state‘upon another; 
and not such a'“case in law and equity? as comes within. 
the provision of the constitution. ‘There is nothing of 
* mewm et tuum” involved in the. controversy.: The ques- 
tion cannot conveniently: “assume a legal form for forensic 
litigation and: judicial decision." “ By extending the judi- 
cial power-to all cases in law and equity, the constitution has 
never been understood to confer on that department any 
political power whatever.” (Chief Justice Marshall.) Be- 
sides this, the.remedy would be ineffectual. If successfulin 
this case even, it would afford no protection for the future. 
But would it be successful in this case?. Your committee 
cannot express the ‘belief that it would. As a mere judi- 
cial opinion of the duties of the executive of. New York, 
most probably it would be unheeded. We have seen the 
governor of Néw. York disregarding the decisions: of the 
supreme: court of: ‘his own state; and it is not probable that 
he would show a'greater deference for the decision of the 
federal judiciary. Besides, how could the judgment of. the 
court be enforced? Your committee cannot recommend 
any course which might and probably would-brmg the àu- 
thorities of the federal: government and of the states into 
collision. But above all, the wish of Virginia is that New 
York should .herself, freely and magnanimously do us jus- 
tice. We. would prize but little that justice which she 
should be forced reluctantly to yield us. ^ -` | 

2d. To- the second remedy proposed, your committee 
has .also decided objections, and it cannot withhold the ex- 
pression of its regret that Georgia, with whom. Virginia 
will make common cause, should recommend it. ' 

In the first place, the surrender of a fugitive from justice 
às properly en executivé duty. The executive is at the 
head of the civil and. military authority. Jt holds and di- 
rects the force:of the state. When; therefore, a ‘surrender 
is to be made; the: executive can - best discharge the duty. 
Besides, it. being at the head of the state, it'is especially its 
province to determine in -what cases a citizen is:tó be de- 
livered up to be removed to another state for trial. If any 
change of the law is to take place upon this subject, it must 
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be a general one; and your committee:is averse.to a change 
by which the decision of the question: whether the citizen of 
a state shall be surrendered as a fugitive from justice, shall 
be transferred from tbe chief civil and-military officer of the 
state to the federal judiciary. . In a case involving the lib- 
erty of the citizen, the supreme authority of the state is the 
proper tribunal for its decision:  In'addition.to this it might 
be urged with much force, that the provision of the consti 
tution itself contemplated that the duty of surrendering a 
fugitive from justice should.be discharged by the executive 
of the state to which he had fled. It is: true the provision is 
silent as to the tribunal upon which the demand is made; 
but it provides that the fugitive is to be delivered up “on 
the demand of the executive authority of the state from 
which he fled;” and the inference is strong that the clause 
contemplates that the demand is not only to be made by 
the executive of the state from which the fugitive had fled, 
but to be made upon the executive of the state in which he 
had taken refuge. There was as great or greater reason 
for requiring that the demand should be made upon, as by, 
.the executive. And the act of Congress passed shortly after 
the adoption of the constitution is in accordance with this 
view. i , 
Besides, the change proposed would add another to the 
list of cases, already too long, in which the state and fede- 
ral authorities may come into collision. There may be ca- 
ses, where no state would permit a citizen to be surrender- 
ed, asa fugitive from justice, by the federal judiciary. And 
in-some of them resistance would be interposed, when it 
would never have been thought of if. the surrender had been 
ordered by the state authority. And in the opinion of your 
committee, no practical result would be produced by. such 
a change; for in all exciting cases the state courts will be 
called upon in any event to adjudge the case finally. 

But above all, your committee is averse to sending this 
subject into Congress, and thus giving the abolitionists the 
long-wished for opportunity of denouncing in the national 
legislature an institution of such peculiar character and par- 
amount importance, and of franking their incendiary effu- 
sions to the four quarters of the Union. We-have always 
denied that slavery was a fit subject of congressional dis- 
cussion, and your committee cannot recommend any course 
which will bring that subject into debate there. And your 
committee is strengthened in this view by witnessing the 
exultation- which the abolitionists manifest at the prospect 
of this subject being introduced by- ourselves in this form. 

3d. The proposition to appoint inspectors. This has 
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much to recommend it. . In the first place, the remedy is 
‘specific’ to the wrong. -Itis clear of all constitutional diffi- 
culty.. The principle upon: which. such „a law would be - 
founded, has been frequently recognized. In point of time 
first in-the recognition of the validity of quarantine regula- 
tions, and last in the law punishing: the transmission of in- 
cendiary publications by mail.. But it is liable to objections. 
To bring it, perhaps, within the constitution, it would have 
to be general. : In such an event the law, which would be 
harrassing and vexatious, would operate equally upon those 
who had wronged us, and those who had. not. Besides, it 
would be difficult to enforce it in. an effectual manner. . A 
vessel might. be inspected one hour, and the next take a 
slave on board and be. off. This would be the case particu- 
larly in the navigation of our long rivers. | 

4th. The requirement of security. for good behavior from 
the citizens of New York. . This would bé perfectly just in 
itself, and. might produce desirable results.: Bat your com- 
mittee will not recommend it at this time, as it is liable to 
many objections. ; In the first place its constitutionality 
might be questioned. Although ‘it is true, that the consti-- 
tution is a compact.between the states; and although it is 
also true, that when such a compact is broken by one par- 
ty, it ceases to be binding on the rest, yet we ought not now 
to take this ground—we may be driven to itin the end. 
But your committee will not take it for granted that New 
York will persevere in her unconstitutional course. Let 
us give her every opportunity to retrace her steps, and not 
render an amicable adjustment of our difficulties impossible, 
by acting as if we considered the constitution no longer 
binding upon us, ‘because it had been ‘broken by her. 

5th. A solemn appeal to New York to review her course 
and render us justice. The objection to this is, that New 
York having in one instance, at least, before this, failed to 
discharge her duties as -a member of this Union, in taking 
effectual means to protect us from the attacks of her. citi- 
zens upon our domestic institutions, in à manner to meet 
our just expectations, has.deprived herself of the right to be 
met in the amicable spirit which this course would indicate. 
But the governor of New York, in his late annual message, 
has brought this whole subject to the attention of the legis- 
lature of that:state; and your committee is.unwilling to be- - 
lieve, that the.state, in its sovereign capacity, will sanction 
the-course of,her executive. n zt 

lt is true, that the governor of New York takes the - 
ground, that the subject is one that appertains to the exec- 
utive;department. -Ile says: “ The- duties of that depart- 
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ment, in such cases, are prescribed by the constitution of 
the United States, and not by the constitution and laws of 
New York.” Nevertheless, as he has brought the matter 
to the attention of the legislature, and expressed a deference 
for it, the probability is, that he would. acquiesce in any 
disposition which it should make of the subject. And your 
committee is fortified in this opinion, by the fact that the 
governor of New York, in his correspondence with the ex- 
ecutive of this state, declared, * that as an executive officer 
of that state, he was bound to regard, with very great def- 
erence, and the argument must be conclusive, which should 
prevail with him, to act in opposition to a legislative expo- 
sition of his duties.” 

Your committee will not discuss the question whether 
this is a matter about which the state legislatures can act 
at all. There are many difficult questions involved in it 
which need not be solved. It may be insisted, that this is 
a question arising under the constitution of the United 
States, with which the state legislatures’ have nothing to 
do. On the other hand, it may be contended that the state 
legislatures possess the exclusive right to legislate upon this 
subject, and that the provision of the constitution merely 
imposes a duty upon the states, but vests no power in the 
federal government, or any department of it, except the 
judicial power of declaring and enforcing the rights secu- 
red by the constitution. The third ground might be taken 
that the power of legislation was cuncurrent in congress and 
the state legislatures. Your committee will not undertake 
to decide these questions; but it cannot bring itself to doubt 
but that the state legislature may act ir a manner, not con- 
travening the constitution and laws of the United States, to 
bind the executive of the state. f 

Let it not be said that by conceding the right of the state 
government to legislate upon the subject, we concede a 
power which may be exercised in a manner to impair our 
rights, under the constitution and laws of the United States. 
It does not follow that because the state legislatures may 
co-operate in securing our rights under the constitution and 
laws of the United States, it may legislate in derogation of 
them. 

For these reasons your committee are disposed to await 
the action of the legislature of New York; and they are 
the more disposed to this course, as there is no occasion for 
haste. The slave which was stolen in this instance has 
been recovered. No private justice is delayed. Nothing 
is involved in the controversy but a principle; an important 


one it is true, but one which will not be jeoparded by the 
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delay proposed. In the mean time your committee recom- ` 
mends that the executive of this state be requested to renew 
his correspondence with the governor of New York; to 
apprise him of the importance we attach to the subject; to 
communicate our proceedings to him, and e re- 
quest that he will bring those proceedings to the attention 
of the legislature of his state. . : 

The subject which your committee have had under conside- 
ration is one in which the whole of the slave-holding states 
are equally interested with Virginia. Your committee, 
therefore recommend that the governor of this state be re- 
quested to open a correspondence with the executive of 
each of these states, informing them of the importance 
which Virginia attaches to this subject, communicating our 
proceedings in relation it, and asking their co-operation in 
all proper measures of redress, which in the event that New 
York ‘shal! decline to do us justice, we may be called upon 
to adopt. ` | | 

The people of Virginia have not witnessed the controver- 
sy, somewhat similar to this, in which Georgia is involved 
with Maine, without taking in it the deepest interest. Vir- 
ginia is prepared to make common cause with Georgia, or 
ay other slave-holding state, in a similar controversy. 

t is true that the grounds taken by the governor, of 
Maine are much less exceptionable than those assumed by 
the executive of New York; but in the opinion of your 
committee not less untenable. Your committee will not 
extend this report to establish by argument a proposition 
which has already been demonstrated by others, and which 
will not be controverted by any unprejudiced mind. But 
the very variety of indefensible expedients resorted to by 
the authorities of some of the northern states to avoid the dis- 
charge of their constitutional duties, goes the iore clearly 
to demonstrate the deep rooted hostility of those states to 
our domestic institutions, our peace and prosperity, l 

The patience of the south has already been too severely 
taxed, and we once for all, without bravado or threat, in 
the language of adistinguished senator of New York, warn 
the non-slaveholding states, “ that they may find when it is 
too late that the patience of the south, however well foun- 
ded upon principle, from repeated aggressions will become 
exhausted." o 

Your committee do not apprehend that the cause of the 
moderation which they recommend will be misunderstood. 
We are too clearly right to be rash. Fortunately Virginia's. 
character for chivalry is not so doubtful that she must be 
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rash in order to seem to be firm. ` 
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Your committee cannot close this report without expres- 
sing in high terms its cordial approbation of the conduct of 
the executive of Virginia, in relation to this controversy . 
wih New York. o = 

Your committee recommend the adoption of the follow- 
ing resolutions: l 

1. Resolved, That the reasons assigned by the governor 
of New York for his refusal to surrender Peter Johnson, 
Edward Smith and Isaac Gansey, as fugitives from justice, 
upon the demand of 'the executive of this state, are wholly 
unsatisfactory; and that that refusal is a palpable and dan- 
gerous violation of the constitution and laws of the United 
States. 

2. Resolved, That the course pursued by the executive of 
New York cannot be acquiesced in, and if sanctioned by 
that state and persisted in, it will become the solemn duty 
of Virginia to adopt the most decisive and efficient meas- 
ures for the protection of the property of her citizens and 
the maintenance of rights which she cannot and will not, 
under any circumstances, surrender or abandon. 

3. Resolved, That the governor of this ‘state be authori- 
zed and requested to renew his correspondence with the 
executive of New York, requesting that that functionary 
will review the grounds taken by him; and that he will 
urge the consideration of the subject upon the legislature 
of his state. 

4. Resolved, That the governor of Virginia be requested 
to open a correspondence with the executive of each of the 
slaveholding states, requesting their co-operation in any ne- 
cessary and proper measure of redress which Virginia may 
be forced to adopt. : 

5. Resolved, 'That the governor of Virginia be requested to 
forward copies of these proceedings to the executive of each 
state of this Union, with the request that they be laid be- 
fore their respective legislatures.

Sin :—I have had the honor already to transmit to your 
excellency a copy of certain proceedings of the general as- 
sembly of Virginia, in relation to the refusal of the governor 
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of New York to surrender certain free negroes on the de- 
mand of the executive of this state. These fugitives from 
justice were charged with having stolen within the juris- 
diction of Virginia, a slave, the property ofa citizen of this 
state, and with having fled to the state of New York. By 
one of the resolutions of the general assembly of this state, 
I am instructed “ to open a correspondence with the exec- 
utive df each of the slaveholding states, requesting their cô- 
operation in any necessary and proper measure of redress 
which Virginia may be forced to adopt.” I forebore to 
address your excellency on this subject, until I had again 
and again endeavored to induce the executive of New 
York to retract a positicn which is deemed utterly untena- 
ble, and destructive of the clear, acknowledged constitu- 
tional rights of the other states. The final and deliberate: 
purpose of the governor of New York, to adhere to so gross 
and dangerous a perversion o: the federal constitution, hav- 
ing been at length announced to me, I have now no alter- 
native, and in compliance with the resolution of the general 
assembly, must invoke on behalf of Virginia, and ot every 
slaveholding state, the earnest and effectual consideration 
by your state of a subject which so nearly and vitally 
affects cur common interests. 

The report and resolutions which have been, communi- 
cated to your excellency will apprise you of the general 
views entertained in reference to this controversy, by the 
last general assembly of this state, and by the governor of 
New York. Fortunately for the slaveholding states, the 
question involved has been so distinctly and emphatically 
settled by the plain terms of the federal constitution, that it . 
is impossible for the ingenuity or the prejudices of the hu- 
man mind to deny or evade our just demand, without doing 
manifest violence to that sacred instrument. The slave- 
holding states stand now precisely where they stood when 
the constitution was submitted by the convention of 1787, 
and ratified by all the states, claiming the same rights and 
no more, which every state then readily conceded to us; 
aud it secms to me that the question which has been forced 
on us by the refusal of the governor of New York to abide 
by the constitution, is one on which we can have little to 
apprehend from the justice and patriotism even of the non- 
slaveholding states. It is not a question whether slavery 
ought originally to have been introduced, or should con- 
‘tinue to exist in this country. If it were, many of the 
states whose policy on this subject differs from our own, 
could not fail to recollect their agency in introducing the 
present system ef slavery, and the very recent periods at 
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which some of them, and particularly New York, have abol- 
ished it within their own borders. The question is, whether 
the constitution shall continue to afford to the slaveholding 
states, that protection which was expected by us and de- 
signed by all the states. It is well known that, though 
most of the states heid slaves at the period when our Union 
was formed, yet the subject of our slave population was the 
chief and most perplexing difficulty with the framers of the 
constitution. ‘This was then, as it is now, one of those 
subjects where it is easier to feel than to reason, where mis- 
guided passion may meditate and accomplish more mischief 
than the judgment can redress, where the sacred names of 
philanthropy and religion may be invoked by demons to 
cover the blood-stain of their impious and eruel designs. 

The federal constitution has been voluntarily ratified by 
each of the states, and its provisions and all laws made in 
pursuance of them, are the supreme law of every state.— 
This instrument, as a compact between the states, permit- 
ted the importation of slaves from foreign countries for a 
specified time, and fixed the maximum rate of impost duties 
which could be levied on them by congress. That time 
expired in 1808, though the states had generally ceased to 
avail themselves of this stipulated right long before. Stil 
the right was guaranteed to each of the original states by 
the letter of the constitution. 

The second section of the first article of the federal con- 
stitution recognizes slaves as an element of taxation and re- 
presentation. The second section of the fourth article con- 
tains but three provisions, which are as follow: 

“1. The citizens of each state shall be entitled to all 
privileges and immunities of citizens in the several states. 

* 2, A person charged in any state with treason, felony, 
or other crime, who shall flee from justice, and be feund in 
another state, shall, on demand of the executive authority 
of the state from which he fled, be delivered up, to be re- 
moved to the state having jurisdiction of the crime. 

* No person held to service or labor in one state, under 
the laws thereof, escaping into another, shall, in conse- 
quence of any law or regulation therein, be discharged from 
such serviee cr labor, but shall be delivered up, on claim 
of the party to whom such service or labor shall be due." 

Here the right of the master to his slave as property is 
distinctly recognized, not only in the state where the slave 
*is held to service or labor,’ but for the purpose of reclaim- : 
ing him and recovering him, in any other state to which the 
slave may escape.. The federal constitution does most dis-- 
tinctly and unequivocally recognize the existence of slavery 
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in the United States; and congress, by their act of Febru- 
ary, 1793, have provided specific means for the security of 
the master’s rights throughout the states. | 
The governor of New York has refused to surrender 
these fugitives from justice on the demand of Virginia, be- 
cause they are charged with having stolen a slave, and be- 
cause slavery is not now recognized by the laws of New 
York. With the same propriety and for the stronger rea- 
son, he might, and no doubt would, (if the ease had been 
left by the act of congress within the sphere of his official 
discretion.) refuse to permit a fugitive slave to be recovered 
by his master within the jurisdiction of New York. In fact - 
- the principles assumed by the governor of Ne k in this 
case, would lead to the subversion ef the federal compact, 
and leave each state, in its intercourse with the others, at 
perfect liberty to prescribe for itself and its co-states any 
rule which its prejudice or caprice might dictate. If the 
federal constitution has ceased to become the supreme law 
in so essential a particular, our domestie institutions and our 
property are exposed to perils against which we have no 
adequate legal defence, either as it regards the incursions of 
the states or of the federal government. The construction 
whichabsolves one state, or any department of the federal 
‘or siate government from its obligation to obey the consti- 
tution, necessarily absolves all other states and all other de- 
partments. The state and federal judiciary of: New York, 
its senators and representatives in congress, the judiciary, 
the representatives, the executives of other states, arc no 
more bound ‘to obey the coastitution, than is the governor 
of New York. If the state of Varginia has no right to de- 
mand the surrender of a fugitive who has stolen a slave here 
and sought refuge m the state of New York, because slave- 
Ty is not recognized by the laws ot New York, the owner 
of a slave can have no right te recover his property there, 
and the slaveholding states are exposed to all the burdens 
‘of our federal compact, without :deriving any equivalent 
benefit, to all the dangers of a delusive alliance, without the 
means of self-protection, which have been surrendered for 
dts sake. It is in vain for us to be told that the state of New 
York is prepared to acknowledge our perfect right of pro- 
perty in our lands and chattels, and that the thief who steals 
a hat or pair of shoes will be surrendered to answer the 
«criminal accusation under our laws, while he who stealsor . 
spirits away our slaves, shall be permitted to.do-so with 
ampunity, under the protectien of that state. 
The question which lies at the foundation of all the social 
relations between the states, is not, what measure of justice 
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may be vouchsafed to us by the arbitrary pleasure of any 
state, but whether the righis and the remedies secured by 
our compact of un.on, and prescribed on the paramount 
authority of all the states, shall continue to prevail. 

It cannot be maintained that the constitutional rights of 
the slaveholdirg states have not been recognized by tle laws 
of New York. They are necessarily recognized by each 
state of the Union so long as the federal constitution con- 
tmues to be “ the supreme law of the land.” If the gover- 
nor of New York admits that instrument to -be valid and 
binding on the citizens and officers of his state, he cannot 
deny that the right of Virginia to make this demand is per- 
fect, although the fugitives are charged with stealing a slave. 
He must succeed in establishing the authority of his state 
as paramount to the constitution of the United States, or 
he must admit that a law which the citizens of that state 
have ratified in convention as their supreme law, and which 
he and every other state officer has sworn to support as 
such, does recognize slavery, so far at least 2s to give to 
this state the right to demand the surrender of a fugitive 
charged with stealing a slave. And this is the whole ex- 
tent of our controversy; for Virginia has not attempted to 
prescribe any new rule or social relation to New York, nor 
to interfere in any manner with those which she may have: 
prescribed for herself. lt is insisted that the federal consti- 
tution has conferred on Virginia the right to make this de- 
mand, and imposed on New York the obligation to comply 
` with it, and it remains to be seen whether that state can 
occupy the position in which she is involved by the course 
of her chief magistrate, whether as 'a member of the Union, 
she shall participate in its biessings without sharing its re- - 
sponsibilities and its burdens. 

Virginia is not without ample means of redress for all the 
wrongs which may be anticipated. She does not appeal to 
the states possessing a common interest on this subject with 
herself, from any distrust of her cause, or from any wish to 
involve others in the controversy on her account. She de- 
sires to shrink from no peril which threatens her alone, nor 
to avoid her just share of that which endangers the rights of - 
any member of the Union. If it had been her object merely 
to vindicate her own rights, she could have done so by pre- 
cipitating this question to extremes, without consultation 
with her co-states. Had she followed the example of the 
chief magistrate of New York, and disregarded all con- 
stitutional obligations on this subject, she would have had 
no doubt of the sympathies, though she might have not 
have deserved the succour, ef those to whom she now ap- `

peals. But the constitution of the United States and the 
incalculable benefits of our union are too dear to every Vir- 
ginian to be abandoned while there: remains a hope of their 
preservation; and it has been deemed respectful to those. 
states which are exposed to the same dangers, and which - 
claim the same rights as ourselves, to submit our contro- 
versy to their calm reflection, that they may advise us if 
we have mistaken their constitutional rights and our own, 
or aid us by their counsel and co-operation in our effort to 
re-establish the just and constitutional relations of the 
states. $2 É 

It may be asked, by what means shall this be effected, 
and why has Virginia asked you to “co-operate in any ne- 
cessary and proper measure of redress which she may be 
forced to adopt," without indicating the character of the 
measures which are contemplated? It is because Virginia 
does not regard this question as her own, but as involving 
principles of the utmost consequence to'all the states, that 
she desires to confer with her sister states as to the mode 
and measure of redress, instead of committing herself and 
them by action, the necessity of which she is anxious, if 
possible, altogether to avert. She desires to be assured by 
your authority that she has not mistaken her own rights and 
yours, and to obtain the benefit of your agency in effectually 
vindicating them. : | 

It may be asked, why this appeal is made only to the 
slave-holding states. It is answered, that unless there were 
a necessity to invite the non-slaveholding states to meet us 
in convention, as co-arbiters of this controversy, it would be 
needless to ask their counsel or co-operation in regard fo a 
subject on which they may be supposed to feel no other 
than a general interest as members of the Union. The ex- 
pectation is still confidently indulged, that reason-alone will 
be found adequate to re-establish the- principles and letter 
of the constitution in this essential particular, and we can- 
not with propriety ask that those who have no immediate ' 
interest in the question, should furnish arguments for.us who 
bave. Virginia lias foreborne to invite the co-operation of 
the non-slaveholding states, from no want of confidence in 
their devotion to the Union, and to the principles of mutual 
and just concession in which it has béen founded. While she 
could not fail to be gratified by the voluntary sanction of 
their judgment in favor of oür rights under the constitution, 
she has not desired to embarrass them, nor to commit her- 
self by an appeal to their authority. Besides, this is a 
question on which all the states have continued from 1787 
to the present time, to concur in the conclusions established 
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by the constitution and maintained by Virginia, and it 
might be deemed disrespectful to presume that any state, 
even New York herself, would sanction the dangerous falla- 
cies of governor SewaRrD. But two instances are remem- 
bered in which executive officers of the states have hesita- 
ted to comply with the requisitions of the act of Congress,- 
where the peculiar interests of the southern states were in- 
volved, while it is a source of much satisfaction to know, 
that as yet, no state has deliberately sustained their heresies. 
The legislature of Virginia have therefore deemed it suffi- 
cient to lay this general subject before the non-slaveholding 
states, without inviting their immediate co-operation. I have 
accordingly communicated the proceedings of our general 
assembly to all the states. 

I am not instructed by the legislature to suggest any spe- 
cific line of policy as likely to be adopted by this state, or 
to be recommended to you. Common interests and common 
dangers require that there should be mutual confidence and 
concert between us. Should the state of New York, or 
anv other state, persist in this arbitrary denial of our rights, 
you are apprised by the resolutions of our legislature, that 
the state of Virginia does not intend to submit to so dan- 
gerous and palpable a violation of our compact. We desire 
to know whether those states which, like ourselves, have 
peculiar interests involved in this question, concur in our 
convictions of right, and in our resolution to maintain them. 

There is no difficulty in finding means for our defence. 
The difficulty is, in being convinced that any portion of our 
countrymen will drive us to resort to them. There can be 
no more auspicious occasion than the present, for the slave- 
holding states to demand an explicit understanding as to 
their constitutional rights, and to terminate forever the 
experiments which mischievous spirits have been allowed to 
make on our property and our peace. If there is any ques- 
tion connected with southern interests which can be met 
with calmness and composure, with solemn deference for 
the established principles of abstract justice and constitu- 
tional law, by the whole American people, it is surely this. 
If the appalling dangers and glorious triumphs of which our 
Union has been the witness, can inspire no reverence for 
the past, will the sacred names of justice, fidelity, patriot- 
ism and religion, avail nothing for the future? Has the ma- 
niac yell of fanaticism silenced all these? If it be so, it is 
time that the painfu! truth were known to all, and that we 
may no longer lean on a broken reed, which will only pierce 
our sides. 


I have been encouraged, however, to hope for a more 
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cheering result. Ihave thought that this question was des- 
tined to arrest the serious attention of the states, and to re- 
vive the feelings and reflections which gave rise to our hap- 
py form of union, to remind us of the sacrifices and conces- 
sions which established our national independence and pros- 

erity, and to teach our countrymen that there is danger of ` 
osing the substance of the liberties now enjoyed, by grasp- 
ing at the shadow of universal emancipation. 1f I am mis- 
taken in this, Virginia may still derive some consolation 
from the reflection, that the danger was one which she did 
not seek and could not shun. 

The legislature of New York, it is believed, have not con- 
curred in the views of her executive, and though the sub- 
ject was submitted to them at their last session, they failed 
to express any opinion directly on the subject of this con- 
troversy. I should infer nothing unfavorable from this, but 
for the passage of an act by that body, after this subject 
was before them, giving or designing to give the right of 
trial by jury to slaves arrested in that state on the claim of 
their owners, and imposing very serious obstacles to the 
recovery of this species of property, and very severe pen- 
alties on the unsuccessful assertion of the master's rights. 
A similar statute of that state, it is believed, has been here- 
tofore annulled by the state judiciary, as contravening the 
federal constitution, and the act of Congress of 1793. 

The adoption of retaliatory measures by the slave-holding 
states, if this denial of our rights is persevered in, would 
probably arrest the evil, and lead to a speedy adjustment of 
these questions. But as too early a resort to such means 
might probably preclude a dispassionate recognition of our 
rights, and as we cannot distrust the justice of our demands, . 
and ought not to anticipate a want of fidelity in our coun- 
trymen to a constitution, which they like ourselves have 
sealed with their blood, and sanctioned by their’ oaths, Vir- 
ginia is reluctant to follow the example. of the governor of 
New York,and consider our federal compact atan end. It 
remains to be seen whether the expression of one common . 
feeling and one resolution on the part of the slave-holding 
states, will hereafter prevent some such necessity. It is 
very evident that the single infraction of the constitution 
which has occurred in this instance, if not redressed, may 
lead to the total subversion of those amicable and intimate 
relations-which that instrument was designed to establish 
between the states, and that in their intercourse with each 
other they will be exposed, under the construction of gov- 
ernor Sewarp, to all the inconveniences and all the dangers 
to which foreign and hostile nations are subject. 
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I have the honor, sir, to request that your excellency will 
bring this subject to the consideration of the legislature of 
your state, and to offer the assurance of the distinguished 
esteem, &c. |

"There is none among the ques- 
tions calling for the amount of personal property owned by | 
the institution. Of this species of prcperty, the Company 
is in possession of seventy-eight negroes, which, with the 
exception of twelve or fifteen children of the ages of twelve 
to fifteen, are choice working hands. ‘There are, also, nine 
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hands of similar description. at:the Raymond Brarich. Tt 
will be' perceived from the. statements embraced in the re- 
plies of the condition of-the institution, that at present little 
can:be expected from her in ithe way of redeeming her. 
issue now in the state treasury, or of méeting the debt on 
the bonds. The negroes and receipts of the road are re- 
quired to keep the road in ‘repair, and other means are not 
available. T ago fa 

So far as my knowledge. as Director goes, I am glad to 
say, that all the avails of the company have been employed 
soiely for the true interests of the: company and road. 
There have been, perhaps, unfortunate speculations, and 
perhaps unwise expenditures, but the institution has never 
been employed to feed greedy directors. 

It is much to be desired that-some method could be adop- 
ted to prosecute the work, if not to completion, yet to some 
prominent point in the state. Jf it is'abandoned, it must. 
soon fall to decay, and an immense amount of money abso: 
lutely sunk and lost. Under: the present appearances, it is 
with difficulty the institution supports its very few officers 
and necessary agents at very reduced salaries. It is a sub- 
ject for the serious consideration of the legislature,

GxwrTLEMEN:—In compliance with a resolution of your 
honorable body, * that the Secretary of State be instructed 
to report to the Senate the reasons why the journals of the 
last session of the legislature have not been distributed as 
by law required," I report that the journals were not deliv- 
ered to me until in the fall of the year. After I had re- 
ceived the laws, I postponed the distribution of them for 
several weeks, under the assurance of the public printer 
that he would soon be able to deliver me the journals. I 
at length determined to wait for them no longer; and par- 
ticularly as I conceived it to be my duty to distribute the 
laws without delay. None of the distributors were, on 
their return in the fall, willing to make a second trip—in- 
deed, I did not, under the circumstances, feel myself au- 
thorized to double the expense to the state, by sending the 
distributors on a second trip. Moreover, the legislature 
made no appropriation at its last session, for the distribu- 
tion of the laws and journals. I did think of transmitting 
them by mail, but upon due reflection, declined doing so. 
Besides that, I had no authority to distribute them in that 
way; it would, on account of their bulkiness, have been a 
very expensive mode. Under all the circumstances, I 
thought it proper, that I should wait for the action of the 
legislature.

REPORT: 

The State Hospital was instituted for the benefit not only 
of all suitable subjeets of its beneficence who had claims of 
citizenship within our state, but even more especially for 
those unfortunate citizens of other states, who might be 
found on our shores, and within our borders, destitute and 
afflicted by disease. An examination into the records of 
the institution will shew conclusively, that it has afforded 
relief not only to all who required it from the various por- 
tions of the state, but to a much greater extent, to the citi- 
zens of other states and to foreigners. The committee deem 
it proper to say a word upon this point, to correct an erro- 
neous impression which prevails to some extent, that it is 
merely a local institution, conferring but local benefits, and 
consequently having no just or legitimate claim to any other 
than local patronage and charity. It has on the contrary 
the strongest and most unquestionable claim, to the benefi- 
cence and guardianship of the whole state. But whilst 
truth and justice demand this declaration from your com- 
mittee, the present embarrassed condition of the public finan- 
ces, and the diminished resources of the citizens, preclude 
them from making an appeal for further provision from the 
public treasury to support this useful and indispensibie insti- 
tution. Your committee however would represent, that an 
appropriation made by the legislature by an act passed Feb- 
ruary 16, 1838, of the taxes for license to billiard tables 
within the county of Adams, for the use of the Hospital, 
has been practically nugatory, in consequence of the wai- 
ver of the law requiring such license. To remedy this evil 
and to secure to the Hospital the taxes imposed by existing 
laws upon billiard licenses within the county of Adams, 
your committee beg leave to introduce a short bill, and to

SPECIAL MESSAGE. 
To the Senate and House of Representatives: 


I herewith transmit the annual reports of the Inspectors, 
Physician and Superintendent of the Penitentiary, and sun- - 
dry accounts, estimates and statements of the agent and 
clerk of the institution. Thirty-four convicts have been 
admitted. 

The Inspectors have suggested several amendments to 
the Penal Code, which are worthy of your consideration. 

I also transmit the report of the Trustees of the Missis- 
sippi and Alabama Rail Road Company. They report the 
aggregate liabilities of the company at four millions five 
hundred and ninety-three thousand and twenty-two dollars 
and seventy-eight cents, and the assets three millions six 
hundred and thirty-one thousand and ninety-nine dollars and 
fifty-seven cents, as appears by the books and papers now 
m the Bank. Four hundred and one thousand four hundred 
and ninety-five dollars of the bills of the Bank were found 
in its vaults. I suggest the. propriety of the passage of a 
law requiring those issues, as well as the notes hereafter re- 
ceived, to be cancelled. | 

The Trustees state, “ we find some of the books of the 
company mutilated. "The original stock book and some 
others have been abstracted from the. bank, by whom, or to 
whom, we know not. A book purporting to be a stock 
book is substituted for the original, in the hand-writing of 
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William Cooper, a late clerk of the Bank, reducing in many 
instances, the number of shares held from one thousand to 
five, and even one share, and razeeing the aggregate to the 
sum of eight hundred and ninety-four thousand two hundred 
dollars, and the amount of capital stock paid in the aggre- 
gate, to the sum of one hundred and seventy-niné thousand 
six hundred and eighteen dollars. Sundry other abuses are 
stated, all going to prove a conspiracy to defraud the public. 
It is deserving of consideration, whether provision should 
not be made for bringing those guilty of such great crimes, 
to condign punishment. 

The art repealing the charter of the company allows each 
of the Trustees fifteen hundred dollars to be paid out of the | 
assets of the Bank. The report shows that no good funds 
can be realized out of the assets of the Bank. I was unable 
until a few weeks since, to get competent persons to accept 
the appointment of Trustees, on account of the great re- 
sponsibility of the station, and the total madequacy of the 
compensation. Unless further provision is made in rela- 
tion to their salaries, the present Trustees and the Clerk 
will resign, and their places cannot be supplied. It is of 
great importance that some person be authorized to receive 
payment of the notes held by the Bank. 

All the suits instituted by the Bank have been dismissed 
on account of a failure to give security for costs. 

I also submit to your consideration the proceedings of a 
town meeting of the citizens of Georgetown, in the District 
of Columbia, and their address to their fellow countrymen, : 
throughout the twenty-six States of the Union, remonstra- 
ting against the abuses of exclusive legislation in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. Also, a circular letter of the Philanthro- 
pic Law Reform Association of the city of New York, in 
relation to the passage of a general bankrupt law.

Haughton, G. S. Carter, J. B. Spann, and E. S. ‘Pettit, and 
John O. Long, accompanying. tais report, and. marked' A, 
and:B. It is impossible for the Committee. to resist the 
conviction, after. calmly. and deliberately .weighing the 
testimony adduced in the foregoing depositions, contradicted 
as it is by the adverse testimony of John Gibbons, (which 
is also herewith submitted) thatthe death of said King was 
unquestionably hastened, if not actually induced, by the 
severity of the labor imposed upon and exacted of him, and 
by. the-frequency-and rigor of the corporeal punishment in- 
flicted upon him, when. in a low, and enfeebled state of 
health; but whilst your committee have’ deemed it their 
duty to express their opinion in relation to the treatment of 
John King, and the circumstances.attending his death, they 
feel it equally incumbent upon them-to state, that in all 
probability, the keeper was ignorant; of the fact that; said 
Kirg was in so low and diseased a state-of health, as the 
evidence and all the circunistances attending the case seem 
to. indicate.

Your committee are further of the opinion, that the.by- 
laws for the discipline and government of. the institution, 
have not been observed by. the keeper, and.deputy keeper 
with that scrupulous nicety which was incumbent upon 
them, and think this, will fully-appear from .the fact set 
forth in the evidence, that after the passage and. promulga- 
tion of an order by the board of inspectors, inhibiting stripes 
under all circumstances whatsoever, yet such punishment 
was.inflicted. Whilst your committee have thought it their 
duty thus to censure the conduet of the keeper: and under- 
keeper, they are: compelled to say that the board of in- 
spectors is not entirely free from blame. i, SR 
The law appointing the inspectors, and under which they 
act, makes it their duty to visit the penitentiary once in two 
months, and enquire into any improper conduct which may 
be alledged to have been committed by the agent or-other 
officers of the establishment. Your committee have reason 
to believe that the inspectors have not been so-diligent in.the 
discharge of this part of their duty as they should have been. 
‘Much order and system is visibly preserved in the.peri- 
tentiary ; a due regard to cleanliness is observed; the com- 


fort ot the convicts, ta bedding; clothing and.food, is care-- 
fully consulted-and attended to; and the convicts generally, -

Your committee would further recommend, that the m- 
fliction of stripes, under any circumstances whatever, be 
utterly prohibited and abolished; and that for the discipline 
and government of recusant and'mischievous convicts, the 
punishment of solitary confinement, upon bread and water; 
in dark and remote cells, from"which ‘the light is--éntirely 
excluded, be substituted, with authority to the itispectors, 
upon a careful investigation ‘of facts, to extend the time of 
confinement in all cases of recusancy and improper con- 
duct on the part of any of the convicts.’: — UN T 

Your committee are decidedly of opinion, that the lead- 
ing object ever be kept in view, in all penitentiary systems 
and codes, should be thé reformation of the criminal; and 
that punishment should only be incidental to the 'accom- 
plishment of that objeet. Recognizing the truth of this. 
principle, they would respectfully suggest, that corporeal 
punishment inflicted in the form of stripes and blows, can 
only tend still more to degrade and brutify the wretched in- 
dividuals, whom the amelioration of the ‘criminal eode has 
interposed to save from death, by consigning them to a house 
of correction, as the penitentiary to all intents and purposes 
should be. EDU 

Your committee would further state, that there appears 
to be much difficulty in procuring and retaining proper and 
suitable guards for the penitentrary; much inconvenience 
and trouble now arise from the various and frequent changes 
of persons acting in that capacity. It is believed:that the 
discipline of the institution will be much improved, by aa- 
thorizing the inspectors to enlist the guard for the term of 
one year, and making the said guard amenable to the rules 
and regulations of military'disciplme.:

Says that he acts. as one of the guards, and .has so acte 
from the 25th of August, 1840, to the present time, with the 
exception of one week—has, during that period, observed 
several cases:of bad treatment towards the convicts. . He 
thinks that some of the convicts.have had severe labor im- 
posed upon. them, for.which they were incompetent in con- 
sequence of ill: health—that No. 1,John King, in particular, 
when extremely unwell, as was manifest by his emaciated 
and languid appearance, was compelled to. perform severely 
laborious tasks, under a burning sun, and. when human na- 
ture was actually sinking under-the heavy burthens imposed | 
upon it, was severely punished by the infliction of stripes 
and blows, with various instruments, to wit: a cow-hide, 
leather strap and saw-blade. Is deliberately. of opinion that 
the death of the said King is at least in part to be attributed 
to the severe labor and severe punishment inflicted upon 
him. > No. 32, who committed suicide, was reported for 
talhing on the day of his admission, and was forthwith flog- 
ged, without first being put upon bread .and water, as pre- 
scribed, in the by-laws. Says further, that upon.his report- 
ing No. 32, as above, Major Hart exclaimed with an oath, 
that he would break in and subdue No. 32 at once. Says 
that the. corn and: fodder purchased for the use of the peni- 
tentiary, are used for feeding several horses, generally four, 
but now three in. number, belonging to the keeper, without 
any effort or attempt, or indeed any manifestation of a wish 
on the part of the keeper or any of the officers,.to measure 
or divide the .various articles, so that a correct account 
might be made, and the said keeper charged with his equit- 
able part of the same.

G. S, Carter, being duly sworn, made ‘the following state- 
ment, in reply.to various interrogatories, addressed to him 
by the committee: ptt due t des n 
. Says that he is sergeant of the guard, and:has so acted 
from the 12th April, 1840, up to the present time. States 
that his attention has not at any time been called to any 
case of cruel and harsh treatment on the part of the keeper, 
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except. that of No. 1, John King, who was really badly 
treated, often, and severely flogged, and kept at hard and 
severe labor, when his whole appearance indicated a weak 
and diseased state of health—is of the opinion that the death 
of the said King was clearly hastened by the severity of 
his punishment and labor. Says that the keeper manifests 
great want of control over his temper; is easily excited to 
wrath; and as evidence of this disposition, on the part of 
the keeper, says, he once struck one of the convicts with à 
brick-bat on the head, and struck another with a stick; and 
on another oecasion, choaked No. t, John King. Never 
knew the convict to speak to the keeper in an insulting man- 
ner;—has seen two cases of flogging in the last six weeks, 
and one within two weeks past; is of the opinion, that, 
with the exception of the cases particularly allud ed to, Ma- 
jor Hart's treatment of the prisoners has been kind and 
humane. Thinks that corn and fodder purchased for the 
use of the penitentiary, has been applied, by thé keeper, to 
the use of his own horses, of which he keeps from three to 
four. Says that the keeper also has four servants.

Says that he is under-keeper of the Penitentiary, and has 
acted in that capacity from the 12th April, 1840, to the 
present time, and has been in attendance upon the estab- 
lishment during that period, with the exception of about 
two months, to wit: from the middle of August until the 
29d of October. Says that his attention was called to the 
emaciated and enfeebled condition of John King, for séve- 
ral days prior to bis death—thinks that King should not 
have been kept at labor at this time, but on the contrary, 
that he should have had medical aid, which he did not re- 
ceive. | 

Has seen Major Hart, on one occasion, strike one of the 
convicts with a stick; and, en another oecasion, saw him - 
choke No. 32. At both times, Major Hart appeared to be 
much excited by anger. And further states, that Major 
Hart is-a man of exceedingly irascible temper; though, 
in general, his treatment of the convicts is kind and hu-

from thé 18th May to about the. 25th of October—had not 
much opportunity of seeing the general treatment of the 
convicts; heard, however, quite often, the screams and cries 
of the cóúvicts, when undergoing punishment. Saw Major 
Hart, on several occasions, much excited by atiger;<+saw 
him knock down and'kick John King, a few days before his 
death; saying, at the same time, that he should work or 
die in the stocks. John King was, whén deponent first 

saw him, a hearty and healthy man irr appearance, and pre- 
served that appearance until about six weeks: before his 
death. During this interval, his health declined, he became 
languid and feeble, and was evidently diseased, and cer tainly 
unfit for labor; as deponent saw him several times reel and 
totter, whilst performing the labor imposed upon him. -De- 
ponent was then, and is still of the opinion, that no man in 
the situation of ‘King could have survived the labor and 
treatment which he received. Deponent further states, that 
Major Hart is a man of excitable and ungovernable temper; 
and has on ofie occasion, within deponent’s obser vation; i in-

Have the physicians, whose duty it is to attend the 
penitentiary, discharged that duty faithtully; and have they 
been generally prompt and attentive? 

8th. Will you please state all that you know, generally, 
in regard to any abuses which have come under -your ob- 
servation? 


, Answer to Istinterrogatory. I have been in the institu- 
tion as clerk of the penitentiary, from its first opening, to 
receive convicts. - 

Ans. 9d. Ihave, in two. or three instances, probably 
oftener, been asked by the superintendent, at meal times, 
to look at the food prepared for the convicts, and placed 
on the table. There appeared, as I thought, sufficient for a 
reasonable man; the pans used to hold their meals are large, 
and at the times I saw them, were three parts full, and I 
presum:d they had the same each day—1 never witnessed 
punishment of any kind inflicted by the keeper, or by his 
order. 

Ans. 3d. For some time I hade Mr. King was employed 
as cook, and the position of my office door to the place 
where the convicts had their meals cooked, gave me frequent 
opportunities of seeing him. While employed as cook I 
thought him in health. He was removed to the brick-yard— 
the precise time I do not know—and since his removal, I 
have not seen him but casually, and did not pay particular 
attention to his appearance. : If I recollect rightly, the su- 
perintendent, in conversation, told me he was pretty much | 
of a rascal, and had caused him (the keeper) to punish some 
of the convicts, in consequence of some lies he.(King) told 
on them. I do not know of any punishment inflicted on 
King, nor do I know the kind of work required of him. 

Ans. 4th. I have noticed on the table allotted for the 
convicts, cups, with bread and water alone, and was informed 
by the.Assistant Keeper, it was a punishment for some vio- 
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lation of the rules or regulations of the penitentiary by the 
convict. | MG "A 

Ans. 5th. There is but one stable attached to the peni- 
tentiary, that I know of, which was built for the use of the 
horses belonging to the peritentiary, to‘ which stable is at- 
tached a crib (as it is usually called) to hold corn. The 
keeper uses this stable for his carriage horses. In one in- 
stance, I saw the horse and mule belonging to the peniten- 
tiary, tied behind the stable, and appeared to have been fed 
ina box. Ido not know, at any time, that there were 
horses and mules belonging to the penitentiary to occupy 
all the stalis in the stable; and at the time I saw them tied | 
on the outside (as the weather was very cold) I made some 
remark about it. Ido not know of any corn having been 
bought or brought to the penitentiary, or provender of any 
kind, but what was bought for the use of the horses of the 
penitentiary, and meal for convicts. Ido not know of any 
arrangement made by the superintendent, of keeping separ- 
ate from the common stock, for the use of his own horses, 
either corn or provender—although such an arrangement 
may exist. [am not acquainted with the way in which the 
superintendent keeps his cccount with the butcher who 
furnishes meat for the useof the penitentiary—at stated 
times, receipts are filed in the clerk's office, for so much 
beef at such a price, for account of the penitentiary, and so 
credited upor the books. l 

Ans. 6th. An order was made by the board of inspectors, 
at their meeting in November, 1840, repealing the infliction 
of stripes, and ordered in lieu thereof, solitary confinement, 
with bread and water, as a punishment for the convicts, of 
which the keeper was informed. Ihave confined myself 
strictly to my office, since I have been an officer of the in- 
stitution, and am not prepared to say whether stripes have 
been inflicted or not, either before or since the repeal by 
the inspectors,—that is, of my personal knowledge. 

Ans. 7. I have repeatedly and -often seen the physician 
of the penitentiary, in the room where hospital stores are 
kept, in the discharge of his duty, as 1 understood, of phy- 
sician of the institution. So far as my observation extends, 
that gentleman has been prompt in his attendance, when- 
ever his presence was necessary. ‘It has, I believe, some- 
times happened, that the physician and surgeon has been ab- 
sent, perhaps on professional business, when sent for, in ca- 
ses of sickness at the penitentiary; and in such cases, it is 
usual for his partner, a gentleman fully qualified, to come in 
his stead, and att»nd the call at tne penitentiary. ` 

Ans. 8th. To this interrogatory I have only to remark, 
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that, confining myself strictly to the duties of my office, as 
clerk of the penitentiary, and in nö wise interfering with 
the internal arrangement of the keeper, ih the treatment 
and government of the convicts, I have had less opportuni- 
ties of seeing abuses than, probably, any other person about 
the prison. I never go into'the prison unless on business, 
or by special invite, (which.is not‘ often,) by the keeper; 
and so soon as the object of my visit has been accomplished, 
 limmediately return to my office. E

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT, 


To the Board of Inspectors óf the Mississippi Penitentiary. 
The undersigned, superintendent of the Penitentiary, res- 
pectfully begs leave to make the following | 

| - REPORT: 

On the 13th day of April, 1840, the undersigned, as su- 
perintendent of the penitentiary, entered upon the duties of 
his office. At this time the institution was without funds, 
and no stock of any description on hand. It was also in its 
infancy, and many ‘obstacles, arising out of the deranged 
state of the currency, and other causes, had to be met and 
surmounted. For some time the number of convicts was 
small. ‘The shops of the different working departments had 
to be erected, necessary to the successful prosecution of the 
labor of the conviets. In order to effect this, three guards, 
the master workman of the blacksmith shop, two convicts 
and myself, by our personal labor, erected the smith shop, 
coal house and stable. Previous to this time, I purchased 
some- provisions on a credit in Vicksburg, after which I ob- 
tained from the state, by the hands of the tax collecto» of 
Hinds county, $500 in Union Bank notes, which were re- 
deemed in silver by the bank, as an accommodation to the 
institution. This is the only amount of good funds, which 
the state has paid to the institution since its establishment. 
The balance drawn from the state has been in treasury war- 
rants. Thus it appears that the only good and available 
funds at par, which have been under my control for the use 
of the penitentiary, is 1st. the $500 above alluded to, and 
secondly the amount of articles manufactured by the con- 
victs and sold for cash. With these slender means, to- 
' gether with the credit I was enabled to obtain, (which will 
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be alluded to hereafter in this report,) the institution has 
prospered and is thus far doing well. "uU M 
: It will be remembered that at the commencement of the 
institution, there being no work shops erected, no stock in 
nature of raw materials on hand, and for some time bu: few 
convicts to work, | was necessarily obliged to purchase 
many articles, which at this time can be furnished and man- 
ufactured by the persons within the building and workshops. 
It must, therefore, be evident, that a great and important 
institution lixe this, coming into existence under such dis- 
advantageous and inauspicious circumstances, would be more 
expensive to the state the first year than it will be at any 
time hereafter. | 
Having premised thus much, I will now draw your atten- 
tion to the different times when the several convicts in pri- 
son, were placed under my charge, and the character of 
each of them, as far as | have been able to judge of them by 
their conduct aud actions. In doing this I will cail them 
by numbers, and refer you to document A, for their names, 
and the offences of which they have been found guilty, and 
the sentences pronounced on each of them.

" Y have thus given to you a faithful account of the conduċt 
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and character of the different prisoners, I have done so 
because I thought it would be information interesting not 
only to you, but to all citizens who wish the institution; to 
prosper. = 2 e ue 
I will now draw your attention to the death of. convict 
No. 2, and all the circumstances attending the same. , 
When this convict first came to the prison, he behaved 
himself so well, I was induced to take off his chains and 
pct him to the lighter work of cooking. For some.time.he 
conducted himself very well in that capacity: at length, 
however, he began to exercise partiality towards the pris- 
oners. He did not cook their victuals correctlv, and failed 
to allow those convicts whom he. disliked their full allow- 
ance, unless closely watched. The liberty his previous 
good conduct had secured to him, made him stubborn and 
disobedient. I plainly foresaw that this state of things 
would be followed by injurious effects, and 1 was conse- 
quently under the necessity of putting on his irons, and 
placing him in the brick yard. He never worked kindly in 
that situation, he practised a great deal of deception, and 
frequently feigned sickness, when I had fully and satisfacto- 
rily ascertained that he was not sick. , He sometimes refused 
to work at all. I put him on allowance and isolated him in 
his cell, but it had no effect. I was then compelled to whip 
him with a leather strap, but did not give him exceeding 
eight stripes. i 
About a week before he died he complained of being 
sick, but as he had.so often deceived me, 1 was induced to 
think that he again wished to practice more deception. He 
complained of the diarrhoea, but worked very well. The 
evening before he died he complained of being unable to 
wheel bricks in the wheel-bazrow. I then told him to go to 
his cell. He did so. On the following morning he made 
no further complaint, and: went to work with the other con- 
victs, but before the breakfast hour, he complained to me of 
sickness, and I again told him to quit work and go to.his 
cell. He started, but before getting to the prison became 
faint and was assisted to his cell. He complained of. being 
cold. Isent for the physician of the penitentiary, Doctor 
Montgomery. He gave him some medicine and left him, 
stating he would return in the evening. Before the doctor 
returned he died. Every effort by warm bricks and other 
restoratives which humanity and propriety suggested, was 
adopted for his recovery, but they were of no avail.—From 
“the fact that he had trequently deceived me: before, by 
feigning sickness, and from the fact that 1 had just been de- . 
ceived by a new prisoner (Ridings) who effected . his escape 
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by the most arrant-deception. that any prisoner ever prac- 
ticed towards his keeper, and that by, pretended sickness 
too, 1 did' suspect that he also was under the impression.tliat 
he, could effect his ‘escape in a, similar way.. [ never did 
veat.him cruelly... I never did treat. him, with unnecessary 
severity,, ; For. the truth of this statement I respectfully re- 
fer you fo document E. o ot 
. "The. reason. why I have adyerted :with.so much .minute- 
ness and particularity to the.death of this convict is, that for 
some. time past, I have heard of the most infamous misre- 
presentations and slanders,. propagated and circulated in 
reference to my. treatment ‘of the prisoners generally, and 
particularly in.refezence to.No.2. The venomous tongue 
of malignity has been busy in traducing my character as an 
officer and a man.. All that my enemies could do under the 
influence of hatred, malice and envy, has -been done;to in- 
jure mes.  - .- MEME 
.. I have passed by in silence this assailment.of my.reputa- 
tion, but-on this occasion, in making my first report to you 
as my. superiors, I.deem it a duty 1 owe to.myself and the 
institution, to disabuse.the public mind in this. respéct. It 
would. be a poor satisfaction indeed, for me to treat with in- 
humanity, a guilty or unfortunate human .being, who has 
been, by the laws.of his country. placed completely under 
my control, and completely. within my power. Sucha 
wicked ingredient forms no part of my nature, «nd I trust 
that my asseveration of the fact, together with the testimo- 
ny furnished in document E, will prove satisfactory te you 
and the public on that pointe = wee 
I will. now, recommend:-to your consideration, such im- 
provements in the rules.and regulations of the institution, as 
have been suggested: by my experience and: observation, 
Ist. I have found great difficulty. in retaining the guards, 
who leave the penitentiary when they please, and there is 
no.penalty which can be enforced against them, either to 
compel or induce them to remain. } would therefore sug- 
gest the propriety of enlisting the guard for a year ata 
time; or,;somé other given period, and. place them under 
certain penalties, rules and regulations, somewhat similar to 
the United States? army, or. to adopt some plan different 
from the present one, which your better judgment may de- 
vise, in order to avoid the difficultiés which now take place. 
2d. After all other mild means fail to compel a refractory 
criminal or convict, to perform his duty and observe the 
rules of the prison, I would recommend moderate whipping. 
J would here state as my deliberate opinion, founded. on 
experience, that placing. prisoners in solitary confinement, 
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and putting them on an allowance of bread and water, 
in this latitude is highly injurious. This plan may answer 
very well in Northern penitentiaries, but in this institution, 
either front the humidity of the atmosphere, or some other 
cause, disease would be certain to follow isolation for an 
considerable length of time, and death: naturally . follow 
disease. | B REE M 

Solitary confinement for twenty-four hours, has no effect 
in reforming the refractory, and more than three days would 
be verv apt to prove fatal to health, particularly if the cón- 
vict is put upon an allowance of bread and water atthe same 
time: besides under this punishment the prisoner- becomes 
pre debilitated and rendered for some time unfit for 
abor. | would not however recommend whipping with a 
cow skin, which cuts the flesh and injures the body of the 
convict. The strap or paddle, which, while it produces iù- 
stantaneous pain, has the desired effect, does not wound, 
mutilate or cut the body, and admits little or no interruption 
in the labor of the day. The certainty and not the severity 
of the punishment for all infractions of duty, is the only true 
rule by which prisoners can be properly governed in an 
institution like this. This rule too, is the most humane of 
any, in my opinion, that can be adopted. Let the convict 
once be assured that he will, certainly, for every violation 
of the rules of the prison, receive the strap or the paddle, 
and the time wculd soon arrive when the necessity for 
flogging would almost disappear entirely. 

3d. I would recommend that the State should furnis 
five negro slaves to cut and haul wood from land belonging 
to the government, and attend the burning of bricks-in the 
kiln, at night, when convicts cannot be employed, and at 
other times. In order to exemplify the saving to the gov- 
ernment which this plan would produce, I would here state 
that it will require about fifteen hundred cords of wood a 
year, which cannot be obtained for less than three dollars 
per cord; whereas, by the use of five negro slaves, the 
wood ought not to cost more than one dollar per cord, de- 
livered, thus saving to the State $3000 per year. This 
plan I more strongly recommend, when it is considered that 
manufactured bricks, in a young, thriving and growing city 
like Jackson, will for many years, form the most important 
item for sale. ' | 

4th. I would recommend if it be practicable, that some 
arrangement be effected, with some large aud substantial 
mercantile house, to furnish raw materials for manufacture 
in the different work-shops, to be discharged by Treasury 
‘warrants or cash, as the State or the penitentiary may at 
different times be enabled to pay for the same. 
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., | am induced to make this recommendation in considera- 
tion of the many difficulties I have experienced in purchas- 
ing materials, even in small quantities, and frequently being 
unable to obtain them on any conditions, whatever, with 
the depreciated currency under my control. | —— 

: ‘The above are-all the recommendations which at present 
occur. to my; mund, as necessary. to the improvement and . 
prosperity of the.prison. . A | 
.. The health of the convicts has been remarkably good. 
Generally upon their introduction into the penitentiary, they 
are weak and debilitated, owing, I. suppose, to.their former 
close. confinement in the,jails of-the.country. — In two or 
threeyweeks they, recover their strength, and continue to im . 
prove in health and personal appearance, under the regimen 
adopted. , With one exception, not a single day’s labor has 
been lost since the 14th of August last, and. the physician 
has been called in but.once since that period. The prison: 
ers undergo a regular ablution over the whole surface of the 
body, by sponging, once» week in winter, and twice a 
week.in summer, and an ;ample sufficiency of wholesome 
provisiens well cooked, has been constantly furnished tiem. 
In fact I have endeavored by compelling them to observe 
cleanliness.in their persons and cells to promote their 
health, and consequently their usefulness to the State. The

In conclusion, I need only observe, that:to every reflect’ 
ing mind, it must be apparent, that an institution of so much 
importance to the state as the penitentiary, ushered into 
existence at a time when the whole country was prostra- 
ted, in a pecuniary point of view, must necessarily have 
had many and serious obstacles to surmount, in the success- 
ful prosecution of the original design of its founders: and 
if any errors have been committed, or the high expectations 
of the supporters of the institution, have not been fully re- 
alized, they are traceable to the deranged state of the cur- 
rency, and to the want of experience attending all great 
undertakings, in their infancy. 

All of which is respectfully submitted, 
C. M. HART, Agent and 
Superintendent of the Penitentiary. 


In addition to the foregoing report, and as a part of the 
same, I deem it my duty to draw your attention particularly 
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to the building of the Penitentiary and its construction.— 
The architect (William Nichols) certainly’ deservés: the 
highest encomiums that can be. given to him, for-the faith- 
ful manner in which he has discharged the trust reposéd: in 
him.'. For beauty, strength, durabihty, health, and conve- 
fierce, it may safely be compared with any penitentiary m 
the United States.

We also certify that, whenever the Superinténdent deems 
it necessary to punish a .convict, by whipping, he inflicts 
from three to eight stripes, with a strap or paddle; arid we 
know that, whenever he fully ascertains that à prisoner is 
really sick, he treats him with thé utmost humanity, kind-

The cells, 
on the lower tier, numbering twenty-five, on each side of a 
passage, ten and a half feet wide, are completed, and kept 
clean'and in excellent condition: those that are occupied by 
the convicts, as well as those which are vacant. The cells 
on.the second tier are constructed upon thc same plan as 
those upon the first, and are the same in number, with a 
gallery in front, three and a half feet in width; these are all 
completed, with. the exception of finishing the doors, fifty- 
three of which are two-thirds done. The cells on the third 
tier, are also upon the plan of those upon the first and sec- 
ond, and are finished with the exception of the doors and 
plastering. This tier also contains twenty-five cells, on 
each side, with a gallery in front, three and a half feet in 
width; the entire number of all the cells in the prison, is 
one hundred and fifty. NE 
. The superintendent entered upon the discharge of his du- 
ties, on the 13th day of April, 1840, and found there were - 
no work shops prepared. His first attention was directed to 
the accomplishment of this object; and with the assistance 
of thé.guard and three convicts, a blacksmith’s and coal 
shop and stable were erected; since which time other work- 
shops have been built, as it.has been necessary to do so. 
Te wallaround the prison is made of plank eighteen feet 
high, and seven hundred and six and a half feet in length. 
Length of azea of the prison, one hundred and thirty-two 
feet... Width of area, nineteen feet four inches. It is de- 
signed, in the course of the next year, to rebuild the wall 
with brick; the west wing of the. wall, with watch tower, 
has been made of brick by the convicts, with the assistance 
of a master worknian..

Under the'fmpression that they had 
not sufficienily tried other means, at the last meeting of the 
board they rescinded the order to infliet stripes in any’ case, 
and recommended solitary imprisonment, witha ‘diet Of 
bread and water. As the convicts will nécessarily lose 
much time from labor by solitary confinement, the board 
respectfully suggests to your Excellency, the'propriety of 
recommending to the Legislature, the passage of a law to 
double the time the convicts lose in confinement, asa pun- 
ishment for the violation of the rulés of the prison.

When the.institution went into operation there were no 
materials on hand, and but few convicts to work, the super- 
intendent was compelled to purchase many articles at a 
very high price, which can now be made by the prisoners. 
It must therefore be evident, that.an important institution, 
coming into existence under such unfavorable circumstan- 
ces, would be more expensive to the state the first year than 
at any future period. TU M 

Great difficulty is experienced in retaining the: guard, 
and there is no penalty which can be .enforced against 
them to induce them to remain. .'The inspectors respect- 
fully suggest to your Excellency the propriety of recom- 
mending to the legislature the passage of an act to enlist 
them for a year at a time, or a. longer period, and place 
them under certain penalties, rules and regulations, similar 
to the United States army, or such other plan as your het- 
ter judgment may suggest. 2 

The inspectors would further suggest to your Excellency 
the propriety of recommending to the legislature the pas- 
sage of an act authorizing the superintendent to purchase 
five negro men to eut and haul wood from the lands belong- 
ing to the state, and attend the burning cf brick at night 
in the kiln, and at other times when the convicts .cannot be 
employed. In order to show the saving to the state from the 
adoption of this plan, it is only necessary to state, that it will 
require about fifteen hundred cords of wood a year, which 
cannot be obtained for less than three-dollars per.cord. By 
prudent management of five negro men, the wood can be 
delivered at one dollar per cord, which will save to the state 
more than the cost of the negroes in one year; and it is be- 
lieved that the manufacture. of brick; will for many years 
constitute an important item of work to be done in. the pri- 
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son, both for the use of the buildings and for sale. The plan 
we think will-not fail to meet your approval. 

In conclusion, the: Inspectors are pleased to inform your 
Excellency that the several officers: of :the :penitentrary 
have faithfully discharged their respective duties; and that 
the prison has thus far done.as-well asits friends could have 
anticipated, under all the unfavorable circumstances which 
have attended.its operations, =>. us d 
All of which is réspectfully submitted: ;  , ;

- The Physician to the Penitentiary of the state-of Missis- 
sippi, begs leave to report "and takes pleasure in-annvun- 
cing, that the average condition ofthe health of the prison- 
ers received, up “to this time, ‘has in the-last three months 
continued to improve;'and at this moment not a solitary 
case stands recorded on the sick list. mito ^^ ^ 

In the months of May, June, and July, many cases of dis- 
ease made their appearance; of which, fever, diarrhoea, dys- 
entery, rheumatism, &c. were the chief. . These, it is true, 
under ordinary éircumstances, might be considered incident 
to the season; yet à different opinion, to some extent, would 
seem to be supported from the diminution of cases; notwith- 
standing the gradual increase of prisoners, as the autumn— 
the harvest of ‘disease in this climate—approachéd. '' This is 
an important fact, and goes far to proventhat ‘the airy and 
‘elevated location ‘of the institution, and the cleanly and well 
ventilated condition of the apartments, render it less obnox- 
ious to disease; particularly the"autumnal fevers, than per- 
haps any other point in the surrounding country. > `> 

- "The sickness; therefore, which occurred in the early part 
of the summer, was not dependent upon the season; but 
may be attributable to a variety of causes, the principal of 
which may be traced in the change Of habits of the prison- 
ers,—the removai-from long and close confinement in coun- 
ty jails to sudden and unavóidáble exposure to the sun and 
open air, in the pursuit of their various avocations,—to 
the change of diet and water,—to previous habits of drunk- 
enness, debauchery, and other excesses, which are but too 
common among those who find their way to the cells of the 
prison-house. l MN iue Pa 
- The prolific cause, and obstinate continuance, however, 
of. two of the most formidable diseases which occurred, — 
diarrhoea and dysentery,—of which no less than forty cases 
stand recorded on the journal, was attributable, in the opin- 
ion of the physician, to the towh'spring-water,with which the 
prisóners were supplied, before the cisterns were completed. 
This impression’ being communicated to the superintendent, 
all necessary: precautions were immediately taken to pre- 
vent its being given t3 the sick, and a speedy and permanent 
recovery followed in cases which had previously resisted 

‘all remedial means with peculiar obstinacy. ‘Since the cis- 
tern and lake spring-water have been‘in use, not more than 
two or three cases have occurred, and those supe: vening or. 
consequent upon other diseases. ^ = > 
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But two deaths have occurred since the establishment of 
this institution; one from suicide, the other a man of feeble 
constitution and depraved habit, who was found. in the morn- 
ing struggling in a fit of epileptic convulsions, which termi- 
nated.his existence in a few hours. n

Sig:—] have the honor of placing before your Excellency, 
a statement of the affairs of the penitentiary, from the 23d 
day of November up to the.31st of December, 1840, both 
dates inclusive. The income from the different sources, 
amounting to $421 50—four hundred and twenty-one 
50-100 dollars; and the cash disbursements during the same 
time amounting to $90 3t—ninety 31-100 dollars, which, 
added to the deficiency as reported up to 22d November 
last, of $43 12—forty three 12-100 dollars, shows a balance 
of cash in favor of the institution of $350 19—three hundred 
and fifty 19-100 dollars. The large amount of income 
during the past month, is accounted for in the collection of 
claims against individuals who have heretofore had work 
done in the shops of the penitentiary. 

The convict George W. Ridings, reported to your Excel- 
lency as having made his escape from prison on the 21st of 
October last, was apprehended in Pike county in this State, 
and returned to the penitentiary on the 24th. November, 
having been absent one month from the time of his escape. 
This convict escaped through the carelessness of the guard 
employed to take charge of him, and who was forthwith 
dismissed from the penitentiary. 

À serious accident occurred in the institution on the night 
of the 29th December last, resulting in the death of convict 
No. 33, named William Whaler, who was convicted in tlie 
Adams county Circuit court, at its November term, 1840, 
of the crime of “sodomy,” and sentenced to the penitentiary 
for the term of seven years. It appears that when he was 
delivered at the prison on the 29th of November, by the 
sheriff of Adams county, the sergeant of the guard, as is 
usual when convicts aie brought to the penitentiary, ordered 
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“the prisoner (with three- others who were received at the 
same time) to:the cells, to be clothed’ in the uniform of the 
prison, prior to their being given over to'the clerk of ‘the 
penitentiary to take their description as to age, height, &c. 
hen the prisoner Whaler’ first- passed to the cell ‘allotted 
to-him, le-carried in-with him'a small bundle’ containing a 
shirt and two vests, rolled up in a hatdkerchief in so small 
a compass as to escape the observation of the guard, and 
within this bundie he had concealed'a ‘razor. After going 
into his cell, he threw the bundle in the corner under his 
bunk,as to prevent its being seen by persons passing the 
door of the-cell; and as-no suspicion was entertained of his 
committing violence upon: himself, no search was made at- 
night when the prisoner was locked up. ‘About half-past 
nine o'clock atnight, thé guard on duty hearing an unusual 
noise in this cell, unlocked the door and found the prisoner’ 
lying upon the floor, covered with blood; he immediately 
gave tie alarm, when medical assistance was :sent for, and 
the wound, which was around the throat, bandaged up, and 
every thing done that could tend to his comfort. “The un- 
fortunate man is supposed to have committed the rash act 
some time before the guard discovered him. He died in 
consequence of thé wound. about two o'clock next day. 
There are now confined in the prison thirty-two—32 con- 
viets, having received five since my last report, ànd among 
these last received is a female, convicted in the Adams 
county Circuit Court of'the:crime of “grand larceny,” and 
sentenced to the penitentiary for three years. mE 
"The Inspectors of the Penitentiary at their meeting in - 
November last; authorized the Superintendent to advertise 
in the newspapers (in pursuance to the 26th section of an 
act in relation to the penitentiary) to furnish the convicts 
with provision by contract, as it was found that the income 
of the shops would not be sufficient to purchase provision 
and materials to carry on the shops with, both of which had 
to be paid in currént funds.

It had inspired publie confidence in a 
degree not exceeded by that of any similar institution in the 
Union; and it may be truly said, thàt it was greatly if not 
mainly instrumental in establishing a credit and character 
for the state, of which it was justly proud. It is believed 
that its circulation was more extensive than that of any 
other bank, except that of the United States, and the pub- 
lic confidence in its soundness was co-extensive with the 
commercial operations of the citizens of the state. . = 

At length, however, dissatisfaction arose, from the limited 
extent of its accommodation; and in the year 1830 the 
publis voice loudly called for the chartering of- another.. 
bank. In an evil hour, that voice.was answered, in the... 
creation by the Legislature of the charter of the “ Planters’ 
Bank of Mississippi.” . Whatever views may- be entertain- 
ed-of the wisdom of granting to the * Bank of the Staie of . 
Mississippi” the exclusive privilege .of: banking during the 
period of its charter, a calm and'impartial retrospect from 
the present moment cannot fail to bring with it the nnpor- . 
tant, and, may be, the salutary lesson, that this violation of.. 
the faith of the state was the first, and conseguently the . 
most dangerous step towards the general extravagance in 
banking, which has since prostrated our prosperity at home, 
and our character and credit abroad. | E 

The-old bank of the state having become obnoxious, to 
some extent, in public estimation, and.its managers being 
unwilling :to hazard its security by extending its discounts 
to meet the popular wishes, surrendered .its, charter and 
went into liquiaation. o aho uu tte eror 

The rage for bank charters, like other lusts let loose, but 


Ancreased from its first gratification. ‘Other bank charters 
‘goon followed. Unfortunately this lust was soon stimulated 
by the determination of the late Executive of the United 
“States to, put down the National. Bank. The certainty 
whic became apparent, that this institution would not be 
re-chartered, served as a plausible and all-pervading argu- 
ment for chartering mioré:local banks to supply the capital 
and circulation about to be withdrawn. The development 
of thé plan of tlie President of the United States to sub- 
stitute the state or Iccal banks for the Bank of the United 
States and its branches, to receive and keep the public de- 
posites, and to perform the necessary fiscal operatiors of 
the government, gave a fearful impetus to the already 
‘extravagant desire for multiplying banks. PROCU. 
“ ‘Tae Secretary of the Treasury of the United States, in 
his circular to the banks of deposite, on the occasonjof the 
transfer of the’ public moneys from the Bank of the United 
States, gave the last fatal impulse to the prevalent mania. 
The apparently increased prosperity which followed in the 
wake of these various stages of extravagant legislation, 
served to preserve and increase the prevalent delusion, and 
to press it onward to the final catastrophe. The bubble 
became ready to burst almost by its own over-inflation. 
At this critical stage the chief magistrate of the union be- 
came convinced that his experiment must fail; that the local 
banks of whose competency he had recently boasted, were 
inadequate to perform the duties assigned to them, in 'the 
financial operations of the government. With his accus- 
tomed promptitude and energy he determined upon their de- 
struction. It required but a rude touch to produce the ex- 
plosion, which has covered our State with discredit, and our 
citizens with almost universal ruin. | o. 
` It may be fairly enquired, how the action of the general 
government in relation to the public deposites, could pro- 
duce such wide-spread and disastrous effects? how could it 
operate exceptupon the deposite banks? These questions 
may be satisfactorily solved by a brief consideration of the 
subject. Itis but to reflect that such a connexion subsisted 
between all the banks, not only of the State, but of the whole 
Union, so far as commercial relations existed, and between 
all portions of the community, to be enabled to perceive 
that whatever might affect one portion must nécessarily 
affect the whole. All the banks, and all the citizens of the 
State, may be considered as standing in the mutual relation 
of debtor and creditor to each other; and-it would be diffi- 
“cult to estimate fully, the effect of a rude shock upon any 
portion of them. “It may so happen, that the inability of a 
E | 
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single individual to pay punctually a debt of even moderate 
extent, may produce the consequent inability, insolvene 
‘and ruin of a, hundred others standing connected wit 
each other, like the links of a chain, as mutual debtor and 
creditor.. The fracture of.a single link breaks the whole 
chain. i 
To make a brief application of these illustrations, let us 
suppose (which is but the fact) that when the Planters’ and 
Agricultural Banks received the public deposites, with a cir- 
culation and liabilities already extended to the utmost pru- 
dent bounds of their capacity, it was enjoined upon them to 
use the funds of the government freely in discount. ls"it 
not easy to perceive that the effect would be repletion or 
inflation, to the extent of their connexion with other banks, 
and through them of the whole community? At this point, 
the very acme of general expansion of credits, both amongst 
banks and individuals, let it be supposed (which is but the 
history of what did occur) that the largest creditor of the 
largest banks, viz: the government of the United States, 
shoald make a sudden and unexpected call upon them for 
the payment of the public deposites, and at the same time 
should decry these debtors as insolvent and rotten institu- 
tions, unworthy of all public confidence and.credit. The 
money deposited by the government, bad been, in accord- 
ance with the injunctions of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
loaned out in various ways, and had become merged in the 
general assets of these banks, in the shape of bills of ex- 
change, notes, principally having a long time to run, the 
notes of other banks, &c. l 
The ability of a Bank to meet all its liabilities, depends 
much upon its ‘oresight in arranging its affairs so as to meet 
the ordinary demands against it, and its enjoyment of pub- 
lic confidence to secure it against those which are extraor- 
dinary and unforeseen. The sudden demand cf the Go- 
vernment toa large amount, ata moment of extreme ex- 
tension of the credit system, with the exchanges greatly 
_ against our State in consequence of this extension, and the. 
distrust rapidly engendered and industriously disseminated, 
of the soundness and solvency of all our banking institu- 
tions, produced a shock, which has not only crumbled into 
ruin the greater number of our Banks, but broken the for- 
tunes of thousands of our citizens, and shaken even the 
firmest of those who have escaped the general insolvency. 
The debtors of the banks were unable to pay. The banks 
were unable to pay each other, and to meet the pressure of 
the increased demands at their counters; a general panic 
was succeeded by a general suspension; then followed an 
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accelerated ‘declension: ‘of<all credit either of banks or. of 
individuals,: increased and.fostered: as to the former by the 
outcry of our party presses, of our State Executive, and 
of our Legislature. The banks were at length crushed sd 
low, as to bein a measure outlawed. “:. Juries have ‘refused 
to give. judgments-in their favor, without any just or suffi- 
cient plea. ` Individuals no longer regarded ‘their characters 
for punctuality in payment of their notes to banks, and in 
many instances, havé even disregarded the calls upon them 
for the: pittance of the discounts upon renewals of. their 
paper, when. tendered or granted to them. | 

Such is a concise.and consequently imperfect, but your 
committee believe, a correct. history of banking in this 
State. The present condition of the banks may ‘be briefly 
stated. "Many of them are in a hopeless state of insolvency. 
Some are awaiting their opportunity to wind up their affairs, 
in the: hope of being enabled to do so without bankruptcy, 
when there shall be a revival of the depressed energies and 
resources of the country, and a restoration of: the laws of 
the land to their former impartial sway over the tribunals 
of justice. A few, but very few, are in a sound and healthy 
condition, and will outlive-the crisis. These will be pre- 
pared to resume the ordinary and legitimate course of suck 
institutions, when public confidence and public faith shall 
have been restored, and the banks of neighboring States 
shall have been prepared for a final resumption of specie 
payments, and of their business. d 

In the remarks which your committee have felt it their 
province to'make, they would:not be understood to justify 
any of the banks in the dangerous and. censurable extra- 
vagance which has, in some degree, characterised even the 
most prudent and. best:managed among them. A morbid or 
vicious state of things has undoubtedly existed. . It is the 
part of wisdom to trace it to its ultimate causes.. - It was the 
misguided voice of. the people which demanded of the Le- 
gislature the multiplication of banks. Popular clamor, m 
some degree, constrained these institutions to extravagant 
and insecure discounts. It is known to some of your com- 
mittee, that at the moment preceding the general ‘crash, 
consequent upon the imprudent stretch of their discounts to 
their utmost safe limit, the demand.. for bank‘discounts was 
such, that perhaps not a fourth, in some instances not à 
tenth, of the paper offered at the boards of directors, could 
be discounted. “It would have been well for the country, 
if wisdom and firmness in. Legislatures and Bank. Directors, 
had restrained. and resisted the torrent which has been so 
disastrous in its effects. di x 
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In coming to the consideration of the present -aspect of. 
the currency, it may not be amiss to enquire why it: is that 
we have ne currency of our own, whilst the State is flooded 
by the notes of banks of the ncighborirg States of- Lowi- 
` siana, Arkansas, Alabama, &c.. It has already been. inci- 
dentally remarked, that the ability of a Bank to.meet its lia- 
bilities, depends in a measure, upon the public confidence 
in its solvency. o 

No bank of discount and circulation, ever was, or ever 
will be established, upon the basis of the limitation of its 
llabnities, to the amount of specie in its vaults.. Its opera- 
tions, as all are aware who are acquainted with the subject, 
are based, to a greater or less extent, uponits credit, or the 
public confidence in its solvency,.and in the integrity and 
prudence of its management. Whilst that confidence is 
‘extensive and firm, a bank is enabled safely to keepin circu- 
lation a large amount of its notes, in proportion to the 
specie in its vaults. Whilst confidence is unshaken, no one 
makes a demand for specie, hecause the notes are more 
convenient and safer; except onlv when in the absence of 
safe and convenient means of exchange, it may be wanted 
for transportation beyond the limits of the circulation of the 
bank. | oP a 

The security of a bank, and its ability to meet the emer- 
gency of any shock upon its credit, depends wholly upon its 
ability to call in an adequate portion of its discounts, 
promptly to meet the demands at its counter... It is clear, 
from this view of the subject, that the security of banks, ` 
whose dealings are principally with the commercial portion 
of the community, and in bills or notes having but short 
time to run, must be greater than those dealing in paper 
having long time to mature. Our bank-charters were gen- 
erallv framed to meet the popular idea that the planting 
portion of our peopie were entitled to, and -required a large 
share of bank discounts and accommodations, and generally 
require a considerable portion of their discounts to: be made 
for twelve months, and often renewable. Such paper, al- 
though in ordinary times ultimatelv safe, is wholly unavail- 
able to a bank in any sudden emergency, such as has been 
contemplated. Hence the catastropne which overwhelmed 
our banks by the sudden storm of outery against them. It 
is confidently believed that many of our own banks are in 
quite as solvent a condition as those of the adjoining States 
of Louisiana and Alabama, which furnish the greater part of 
our present currency, whilst the notes of our own banks are 
banished by discredit, wholly from ci:culation. Why is 
this? The solution can be found alone in the fact, that in 
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the one case the power and ‘influence of the governors and 
legislatures were exerted to preserve and ‘sustain tlie credit 
of their own institutions, whilst ia thé ‘otier this power and 
influence“was exercised to the discredit and destruction. of 
our banks. MEM S BENE

Whatever might be the views of the committee, 
they are precluded from the introduction of almost any 
possible measure of legislation, by the decison of the chair 
upon the point of order, and the refusal of the Senate to sus- 
pend the application to this adjourned session, of the rules 
which interdict the repeal of any act passed, and of any 
measure in substance the same, which had beén rejected, 
previously to the adjournment. © : EE

VETO MESSAGE. 

To the Senate: | 

I return for your re-consideration the bill to incorporate 
the town of Canton, in Madison county. The bill, among 
other things, provides, that ‘the ‘corporation shall have the’ 
exclusive right of licensing taverns in the town; that the 
mayor shall be ex-officio a notary public, and justice of the 
peace, and that suits in favor of the corporation shall be 
tried by the mayor. Executive, legislative, and judicial 
powers are all blended in the mayor. The constitution ex- 
pressly provides, that “a competent number of justices of 
the peace, and constables, shall be chosen in each county, 
by the qualified electors thereof, by districts, who shali hold 
iheir offices for the term of two years.” It is not in the 
power of the Legislature to vest the duties of justices of 
the peace and constables in municipal officers. The bill is 
objectionable in many other particulars. 

I also return the bill « for the encouragement of schools, 
academies, and colleges.” The first section of the bill pro- 
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vides, * that in all-cases-where any-community of persons 
in this state’ shall establish an -institution-of‘léarning, and 
shall elect a board of trustees or visiters of the same, such 
board shall be immediately vested with the rights, privileges, 
and immunities-of a body corporate, and shall have power 
to hold property in their'corporate name -to: the amount of 
one hundred thousand dollars.” The second section re- 
serves to the Legislature the right of repeáling the bill. 1t 
certainly is improper to vest such corporations “with ail 
the rights, privileges, and immunities of bodies corporate,” 
without defining those powers.: . Although the power of re; 
peal is:reserved, the danger is not averted. Rights may ac- 
crue to 'such.companies which may be of difficult settlement. 
* The bill “for the benefit of the creditors, and for the relief 
of the stockholders of. the Real. Estate: Banking Company 
of Hinds county.” The first section authorizes. the stock- 
holders to sue-and be sued ‘by the name- of:the Real Estate 
Banking Company of Hinds county: The second section 
provides, “that when suit is or may be brought against said 
association to recover upon any of its liabilities, a service , 
upon one or any greater number of the shareholders, anv 
agent, officer, or commissioner of said.company shall be 
sufficient to enable the judgment to bind all the property 
belonging to the association." The third section specifies, 
“that the real estate mortgaged to. said association, all debts 
due to:the said company shall be so far considered the pro- 
perty thereof, that no personal property of any individual 
member thereof. shall be.seized and sold by virtue of any 
judgment against said. association until the whole of said 
real estate mortgaged as. aforesaid shall be fully and com- 
pletely exhausted: provided, however, that none-of the pro- 
visions of :this act shall be so construed as.to prevent the 
collection of debts due by said association of fifty dollars 
or under, according to the existing laws.” ‘The provisions 
quoted, in my opinion, if enacted, would impair the-obliga- : 
tion of contracts, greatly injure the-creditors of the com- 
pany, and do but little good to the stockholders. The real 
estate mortgaged.to the association cannot, under existing 
laws, be sold under execution, and it .is probable that most 
of said mortgages have been transferred. -The bill doés not 
authorize the property mortgaged to the bank to be sold 
under execution. -The debts due the bank can only be 
reached by garnishments; and it eertainly is gross injustice 
to the creditors of the bank: to postpone their recourse on 
the personal property of the individual members of the com- 
pany, “until the whole of the realestate mortgaged to the 


bank shall’. be fully and completely..exhausted.”. The indi
